Stepping-stones 


The  very  early  feeding  bottles,  or 
tetince,  dating  back  to  700  B.C., 
were  usually  globular  in  shape, 
elaborately  decorated,  and  were 
covered  with  small  knobs,  which  it 
is  conjectured  were  used  to  hang 
tiny  bells  upon. 

Possibly  a  hollow  gourd  constituted 
the  first  baby's  feeding  bottle,  and 
it  is  a  far  cry  from  these  primitive 
vessels  to  the  modern  glass  article. 

The  development  of  the  feeding 
bottle  during  the  last  eighty  years 
can  be  traced  by  means  of  the 
collection  of  patterns  we  have  got 
together,  and  which  will  be  exhibited 
in  our  Showrooms  for  a  month, 
commencing  on  December  28. 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting 
specimen  is  a  bottle  fitted  with  a 
metal  tube,  which  came  in  contact 
with  the  milk  when  in  use  !  It  is 
dated  1836. 

A  novel  idea  was  introduced  by  us 
in  1853,  and  later  shown  at  the 
International  Exhibition,  in  the  form 
of  a  bottle  fitted  with  an  elastic  band 
intended  to  tie  round  the  infant's 
waist. 

Fifty  years  ago  feeding  bottles  were 
fitted  with  a  wood-topped  cork,  and 
bent  necks  were  also  introduced,  the 
latter  innovation  forthe  India  market, 
where  a  feeding  bottle  is  commonly 
called  a  "  Maw  "  by  the  natives. 

The  production  of  a  bottle  con- 
structed, on  the  syphon  principle 
followed.  It  was  fitted  with  metal 
plug  stopper  and  metal  ball  valve, 
and  retailed  at  10/6. 

Ten  years  later — in  1881 — the  great 
hygienic  value  of  valve  tube,  union 
and  screw  stopper  made  entirely 
of  glass  was  recognised.

its  salts,  turpentine  (products  containing  essence  of),  tetra- 
chloride of  carbon,  and  vanilla.  The  ''  Journal  Officiel  "

tion of  export  of  above  goods  when  destined  to  allied 
countries. 

Germany. — According  to  a  decree  of  the  Imperial  Chan- 
cellor of  October  17,  1916,  the  exportation  and  transit  of 
succinic  acid,  amber  oil,  and  glass  feeding-bottles  are  pro- 
hibited. A  decree  of  October  13  prohibits  the  exportation 
of  salt  and  saline  solutions;  another  decree  of  October  13 
prohibits  the  transit  of  condensed  milk  and  milk-powder, 
except  milk-preparations  that  have  been  made  in  Switzer- 
land. 

Italy. — The  exportation  of  crude  and  refined  beeswax  has 
been  prohibited. 

Netherlands. — The  exportation  of  chestnuts,  beechnuts, 
and  acorns  is  prohibited. 

Turkey. — Opium  and  otto  of  rose  are  two  products  which 
Turkey  endeavours  to  export  as  freely  as  possible,  but 
chemicals  and  medicinal  products  are  debarred  from  expor- 
tation unless  a  sufficient  quantity  is  in  stock  for  home  use.

The  Ideal  Pharmacist : 

With  Remarks  on  his  Pharmacy 


Bates. 


The  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  on 
November  8  was  reported  in  the  C.  <fe  D.  last  week  (p.  51). 
Mr.  F.  W.  Bates,  J.P.,  President  of  the  Federation  of 
Lancashire  Associations,  whose  address  on  "  The  Ideal 
Pharmacist  and  his  Phar- 
macy "  was  briefly  sum- 
marised, began  by  ex- 
pressing diffidence  in 
addressing  '"  one  of  the 
most  prosperous  Associa- 
tions in  Great  Britain," 
one  of  whose  members  was 
"  a  real  live  Councillor, 
through  whom  you  can 
receive  all  the  latest 
phases  of  pharmaceutical 
politics."  He  said  the 
apprentice  in  the  good 
days  still  to  come  should 
be  a  youth  who  had  been 
finally  educated  at  a 
secondary  school  and  had 
already  passed  some  ex- 
amination equivalent  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Preliminary 
standard;  one  in  which  Latin  had  not  been  left  out.  This 
boy  would  have  been  transferred,  probably  by  a  scholarship, 
from  an  elementary  school  to  the  secondary  school  at  twelve 
years  of  age.  Pharmacists  would  never  be  able  again  to 
demand  premiums  with  apprentices,  but  they  would  have  to 
be  paid  wages  as  in  most  trades.  During  his  apprentice- 
ship the  youth  should  obtain  a  fair  knowledge  of  counter- 
work, general  trade  and  packing,  and  some  dispensing.  A 
person  dispensing  a  prescription  should  instinctively  know 
that  the  dose  is  not  excessive.  He  denied  that  a  dis- 
penser could  be.  made  in  six  months.  The  time  is  coming 
when  some  sort  of  Assistant  examination  would  have  to  be 
evolved,  but  they  must  be  careful  not  to  raise  up  a  body 
of  examined  assistants  who  fall  short  of  an  examination  in 
pharmacy,  pharmacy  law,  business  methods.  They  should 
know  how  to  take  stock  and  to  draw  up  a  balance-sheet. 
There  is  a  real  danger  that  the  woman  assistant,  so  very 
useful  and  valuable  just  now,  may  supplant  the  young  man 
of  greater  attainments  and  ambition.  The  ideal  assistant 
should  be  prepared,  after  a  series  of  experiences,  to  go  to 
a  recognised  school  to  be  trained  for  his  Qualifying  exami- 
nation— a  course  which  would  add  to  the  medical  and  popular 
appreciation  of  the  young  man  in  his  profession.  Dealing 
with  the  entrance  of  the  pharmacist  into  business  on  his 
own  account,  Mr.  Bates  commended  the  selection  of  a, 
pharmacy  in  a  single  row  of  shops  among  good  residential 
houses.  Business  brings  business,  as  is  witnessed  in 
Oxford  Street.  London,  since  new  life  was  put  into  that 
street.  That  is  so  every  day  when  extensive  advertising  is 
started.  Someone  started,  say,  extensively  advertising 
dandelion  syrup,  and  in  a  short  time  the  individual  phar- 
macist began  to  make  money  by  selling  it,  and  would  do 
so  as  long  as  the  original  adventurer  expended  money  on 
advertising.  Human  nature  is  exceedingly  imitative,  but 
he  doubted  if  there  is  any  nation  in  the  world,  except  the 
Americans,  who  are  so  much  impressed  by  the  outrageous 
claims  of  some  proprietary  medicines  as  the  English.  This 
blind  faith  is  surprising.  An  otherwise  very  intelligent 
lady  told  him  the  other  day  that  So-and-so  must  be  crood — 
the  newspapers  spoke  so  well  of  it.  (Laughter.)  Having 
deprecated  the  endorsement  of  some  nostrums  by  qualified 
pharmacists,  he  said  every  medicine  sold  under  a  Govern- 
ment stamp  should  display  clearly  the  names  of  the  prin- 
cipal «nd  potent  ingredients.  The  status  of  the  pharmacist 
(Mr.  Bates  went  on  to  declare)  is  certainly  improving.  In 
his  connection  with  Insurance  Committees  and  in  the  very 
difficult  neg-otiatioiis  with  the  medical  men.  the  pharmacist 
had  Erenerally  hold  his  own,  and  his  opponents  had  a 
respect  for  his  independence  and  fisrhting  spirit.  One  of  the 
obvious  duties  of  the  pharmacist  is  to  join  his  local  Asso- 
ciation and  his  Society.  When  they  eot  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  so  rich  a=  to  pay  local  Associations  2s.  6r7.  to  5*.  for 
every  guinea  subscription  they  received,  they  would  have 
every  man  automat'cally  allocated  to  his  local  Association. 
Entrance  should  be  through  the  Society,  whereas  at  present 
men  could  receive  all  the  information,  advice,  and  protec- 
tion without,  paying  a  penny  to  the  coffers  of  the  Society. 
After  providing  for  his  family,  the  ideal  pharmacist  should 
take  a  part  in  local  government  and  aspire  both  to  the 
chairmanship  of  his  local  Association  and  the  presidential 
chair  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.    Dealing  with  stock- 
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taking,  which  ho  thought  might  bo  undertaken  by  experts 
sent  out  by  accountants,  ho  said  few  pharmacists  really 
knew  where  they  stood — a  serious  omission  in  view  of  the 
increasing  income-tax.  Pharmacy  is  a  rotten  business  to 
make  money  out  of ;  the  successful  men  have  always  a  side- 
line that  brings  them  fortune.  Still,  though  pharmacy  is 
poorly  paid,  he  liked  it  better  than  anything  else.  He 
feared,  however,  that  as  a  craft  pharmacists  are  becoming 
simply  salesmen  instead  of  producers,  the  wholesale  packers 
doing  everything  to  hand.  Then  the  grocer  is  trespassing 
on  the  domain  of  the  pharmacist — e.g.,  by  selling  rose-water. 
Where  should  the  pharmacist  specialise  ?  He  saw  nothing 
possible  except  making  the  dispensing  more  prominent — 
the  doctor  to  prescribe,  the  pharmacist  to  dispense.  The 
way  in  which  the  pharmacists  had  done  their  bit  in  war- 
time— with  Volunteer  Sanitary  Corps,  as  in  Liverpool, 
supplying  assistants  to  Red  Cross  hospitals,  ambulance-work, 
etc.— must  eventually  give  them  their  right,  as  trained  men, 
in  dispensing.  The  National  Insurance  Act  brought  suddenly 
to  men  in  poor  districts,  who  had  no  dispensing  business, 
fifty  to  a  hundred  or  more  prescriptions  a  day,  and  how 
well  they  did  the  work  !  What  panel  pharmacists  now 
have  to  do  is  to  persevere  until  they  secure  more  adequate 
payment  for  their  work  and  responsibility.  (Hear,  hear.) 
Their  safe  anchorage  is  in  the  dispensing-charge.  The 
public  do  not  realise  how  badly  pharmacists  are  paid.  Let 
the  leaders  of  the  pharmacists  make  up  their  minds,  during 
the  next  few  months,  what  is  the  irreducible  minimum  for 
the  work.  Let  them  put  a  clear  issue  before  the  profes- 
sion, and  support  will  be  given.  It  will  not  be  possible  for 
the  dispensing  tp  be  done  by  the  doctors  or  in  State  phar- 
macies with  satisfaction  to  the  insured.  Our  leaders  must 
lead  us,  or  else  we  shall  supplant  them  with  men  who  will. 
Pharmacy  wants  advertising,  and  wants  it  badly.  Our 
Society  has  been  doing  great  things  for  the  War  Office  and 
the  Government  generally,  and  we  want  the  public  to  know- 
it.  A  smart  advertiser  in  the  Square  would  have  had  the 
fact  in  every  newspaper.  We  want  several  members  of 
Parliament,  as  many  pharmacists  as  possible  (and  not  all 
of  one  political  tint,  please),  and  more  members  of  Parlia- 
ment interested  in  our  case.  Glyn-Jones  has  done  wonders, 
and  he  will  have  a  splendid  successor  in  Woolcock — best 
leader  we  ever  had — but  we  want  more  of  them,  and  we 
badly  want  more  sympathy  with  the  House  of  Lords.  How 
often  have  we  been  told  that  the  Privy  Council  stops  the 
■way  !  The  only  way  to  counteract  that  is  to  get  on  our 
side  men  of  influence  and  standing.  In  conclusion,  Mr. 
Bates  said  loyalty  and  unity  would  lead  to  pharmacy  being 
properly  recognised  and  adequately  recompensed.  (Loud 
applause.)  Supplementing  his  paper  with  a  few  words  as 
to  the  future,  Mr.  Bates  said  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
seemed  to  excel  in  turning  out  the  Press,  but  this  secrecy 
cannot  be  allowed  to  continue.  As  to  the  profits  on  poisons, 
he  doubted  if  80  per  cent,  of  the  pharmacists  made  5s.  a 
week  each  on  poisons.  In  England  a  profession  was 
created  but  not  protected.  He  was  strongly  of  opinion  that 
if  something  is  not  done  by  some  trade  combination,  retail 
chemists  will  go  under.  Only  by  combination  is  there  any 
chance  asrainst  the  great  capitalists.  He  advised  phar- 
macists (1)  to  preserve  their  dispensing,  (2)  to  stick  to 
National  Insurance  like  grim  death — he  did  not  think  the 
National  Insurance  work  would  decline,  but  that  the  depen- 
dants of  the  insured  people  would  be  added  to  the  list,  (3) 
secure  better  prices  for  panel  work,  (4)  education — the  only 
way  to  improve  any  body  of  men  being  to  educate  them 
more,  (5)  graduallv  and  surely  raise  the  standard  of  entrance 
into  pharmacy.  (Applause.) 


Analysts'  Reports.—  At  Walsall  two  samples  of  olive  oil 
and  three  of  camphorated  oil  were  analysed  and  found  to 
be  genuine.  The  public  analysts  for  Sheffield  report  to 
having  found  genuine  two  samples  of  pepper  and  one  of 
compound  liquorice  powder.  In  Hertfordshire  during  the 
past  quarter  one  sample  each  of  the  following-  were  examined 
with  satisfactory  results :  Camphorated  oil.  cod-liver  oil, 
compound  liquorice  powder,  Epsom  salt,  and  seidlitz 
powders. 

The  Efficiency  of  .  Soft  Paraffin  as  an  intestinal  lubri- 
cant was  very  well  illustrated  recently  at  the  dispensing- 
counter  of  an  Edinburgh  pharmacy.  A  small  tin  of  the" 
material  had  _  been  left  open  on  the  counter  overnight. 
During  the  night  mice  had  discovered  the  "  jelly,"  and 
apparently  had  partaken  freely  of  it.  In  the  morning, 
traced  on  the  counter  in  thin  even  lines  of  soft  paraffin, 
was  a  beautiful  maze  of  zig-zag.  criss-cross  lines,  resembling 
the  productions  which  we  see  in  the  daily  papers  labelled 
"War  maps."  The  product  probably  had  not  enough  "  stay- 
ing "  propertv.to  please  thip  rodents;  they  have  declined 
frequent  invitations  to  indulge  again.

Trade  with  Russia. 

At  the  monthly  dinner  of  the  Sales  Managers'  Associa- 
tion, held  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant,  London,  W.C,  on 
November  16,  Mr.  W.  H.  Bcable,  who  has  just  returned 
from  a  15,000-miie  trip  of  business  investigation  in  Russia, 
for  the  Anglo-Russian  Trade  Commission,  gave  aa  interest- 
ing address  dealing  chiefly  with  the  possibilities  of  trade 
with  that  country.  The  importations  into  Russia,  he  said, 
have  been,  in  round  figures,  100  millions  sterling  a  year, 
of  which,  roughly,  60  millions  was  contributed  by  Germany 
and  10  per  cent,  by  England.  The  most  pronounced  move- 
ment in  Russia  to-day  is,  and  after  the  war  will  be,  the 
development  of  Russia's  own  manufacturing  industries. 
With  practically  all  her  ports  closed,  Russia  is  realising 
to-day  more  than  ever  how  much  she  has  been  dependent 
upon  foreign  sources  of  supply,  and  how .  thoroughly  she 
has  been  exploited  by  Germany.  The  feeling  against 
Germany  is  very  bitter,  but  even  the  friendship  for  Eng- 
land and  France  will  not  bo  permitted  to  allow  these 
countries  to  exploit  her  as  has  been  done  by  the  enemy. 
Mr.  Beable  called  attention  to  the  necessity  for  immediate 
preparation  and  investigation  of  Russian  trade,  in  which 
this  country  held  special  advantages  for  two  or  three 
years.  He  laid  stress  upon  the  importance  of  individual 
effort  and  enterprise,  and  although  the  Government  could 
do  a  great  deal,  their  efforts  would  be  of  little  use  unless 
seconded  by  the  manufacturers'  initiative.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary, he  said,  slavishly  to  copy  German  methods  by  taking 
enormous  risks,  giving  long  credits,  and  adopting  a  spy- 
system.  He  believed  a  safe  and  profitable  trade  could  be 
done  on  comparatively  short  terms  of  credit  if  precautions 
are  taken  in  ascertaining  the  bona  fides  of  agents  and 
purchasers.  Russian  conditions  must  be  met  to  some 
extent — i.e.,  goods  must  bo  delivered  to  a  Russian  port 
instead  of  f.o.b.  England ;  catalogues  must  be  printed  in 
the  Russian  language  and  give  the  equivalents  of  English 
weights,  measures,  and  currency  in  Russian  terms.  The 
question  of  credits  and  agencies  was  dealt  with  by  Mr. 
Beable  at  length,  who  also  made  some  valuable  sugges- 
tions in  criticising  our  Consular  system.  Concluding, 
Mr.  Beable  said  there  are  possibilities  of  business  in 
Russia  beyonfd  the  dreams  of  avarice,  and  we  can  get  our 
share  if  we  approach  the  question  in  the  right  spirit  and 
if  we  adopt  the  right  methods. 

Birmingham. 

Birmingham  is  supplying  the  lady  commercial  traveller 
on  a  fairly  large  scale.  Every  Monday  sees  many  leave 
the  city  on  their  rounds  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 

The  Birmingham  Eye  Hospital  has  established  an  enor- 
mously powerful  magnet  installation  for  the  removal  of 
metal  splinters  from  the  eyes.  Mr.  Ernest  Meggeson  is 
the  dispenser  at  this  institution,  and  has  charge  of  the 
apparatus. 

A  well-known  suburban  pharmacist  was  extolling,  with 
not  a  little  gesture  and  much  suaviter  in  modo,  one  of  his 
preparations  to  two  of  the  gentler  sex  customers,  when 
at  the  finish  one  exclaimed  to  him,  "  You  would  make 
a  good  subject  for  a  film  !  " 

"  Uffculme,"  Moor  Green,  the  house  built  as  a  residence, 
by  the  late  Richard  Cadbury,  has  been  offered  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Barrow  Cadbury  to  the  Government  as  a  hospital 
for  wounded  soldiers,  and  the  offer  has  been  promptly 
accepted.  The  house  has  pleasure-grounds  attached,  and  is 
next  to  Highbury,  the  residence  of  the  late  Joseph  Cham- 
berlain, which  is  also  used  as  a  military  hospital.

On  the  question  of  stocktaking  by  retail  chemists  and 
druggists,  which  is  much  in  mind  at  present,  the  ideal 
system  put  forward  is  dual.  The  stocktaking  expert  from 
the  wholesale  house  hands  his  sheets  to  an  expert  accoun- 
tant, who  does  the  rest.  Experience  shows  that  the 
experiment  proves  economical. 

"Afternoon  or  evening  meetings?"  is  a  subject  of  dis- 
cussion among  the  members  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association.  No  one  relishes  the  dark  nights  and  darker 
streets.  Likewise  the  younger  men  in  the  suburbs  do  not 
wish  to  lose  a  chance  of  a  fine-weather  holiday  on  a 
Wednesday  afternoon.  So  far  the  record  is  for  an  after- 
noon meeting. 

A  pharmacist  who  lias  a  lock-up  shop  relates  an  incident 
which  may  furnish  a  valuable  suggestion  to  many  other 
men  in  the  nrofession.  He  carried  home  for  reading  a 
recent  copy  of  the  C.  <C-  D.  This  fell  into  the  hands  of  his 
wife,  who  spent  a  profitable  hour  in  reading  the  advertise- 
ments. On  her  recommendation  he  added  several 
"ladies'"  toilet  and  "domestic"  articles  to  his  stock, 
all  these  selling  well.

— In  recognition  of  the  part 
which  he  played  in  securing  the  grant  from  the  Treasury 
to  relieve  hospitals  of  the  duty  on  spirits  used  in  con- 
nection with  medicines,  Mr.  W.  dive  Bridgeman,  M.P. . 
was  on  November  15  entertained  at  a  complimentary  dinner 
by  the  Association  of  Hospital  Officers  at  the  Trocadero 
Restaurant.  Mr.  Fitzalan  Hope,  M.P.,  who  acted  as 
Chairman  of  the  Departmental  Committee  which  made  the 
recommendation,  was  unable  to  be  present  owing  to  his 
Parliamentary  duties. 

Raw  Materials  for  the  Empire. — An  Inter-Departmental 
Committee  has  now  arranged  the  respective  spheres  of  work 
and  co-operation,  in  dealing  with  commercial  inquiries,  of 
the  new  Commercial  Intelligence  Department  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  and  the  Imperial  Institute.  In  future  the  Tech- 
nical Information  Bureau  of  the  Imperial  Institute  will 
answer  all  commercial  inquiries  respecting  the  sources  of 
supply,  technical  uses,  and  value  of  raw  materials  within 
the  Empire,  and  will  be  responsible  for  supplying  all  in- 
formation required  in  order  to  bring  the  producer  overseas 
in  touch  with  the  manufacturer  at  home. 

Royal  Society. — Among  the  medals  awarded  by  the  Royal 
Society  are  the  following:  A  Royal  medal  to  Dr.  John 
Scott  Haldane,  F.R.S.,  for  his  services  to  chemical 
physiology,  especially  in  reference  to  the  chemical  changes 
of  respiration.  The  Copley  Medal  to  Sir  James  Dewar. 
F.R.S.,  for  his  investigations  in  physical  chemistry,  and 
especially  his  researches  on  the  liquefaction  of  gases. 
The  Rumford  medal  to  Professor  William  Henry  Bragg. 
F.R.S.,  for  his  researches  in  x-ray  radiation;  and  the  Daw- 
Medal  to  M.  le  Prof.  Heiiri  Louis  le  Chatelier, 
For.Mem.R.S..  for  his  researches  in  chemistry. 

Opium  and  Cocaine.— A  fine  of  300/.,  with  the  alternative 
of  three  months'  imprisonment,  was  passed  at  the  Thames 
Police  Court,  London,  on  Chay  Fook,  on  whose  premises 
in  Poplar  were  found  480  half-pound  tins  of  opium  and  a 
quantity  of  raw  opium ;  the  total  value  of  the  opium  was 
said  to  be  1,866/.  It  was  stated  that  Chay  Fook  was 
agent  for  a  rich  syndicate,  which  used  him  and  his  pre- 
mises for  disposal  of  the  opium. — At  Liverpool.  Ku  Loi. 
a  Chinese  boarding-house  keeper,  was  fined  50/.,  or  fifty- 
one  days'  imprisonment,  for  being  in  the  unlawful  posses- 
sion of  thirteen  one-oound  tins  of  opium;  and  three  other 
Chinamen  were  each  fined  20/.,  or  twenty-one  days'  im- 
prisonment.— At  Marlborough  Police  Court,  London, 
on  November  10.  Robert  Rosborough,  a  corporal 
in  the  Canadian  Mounted  Rifles,  was  sentenced  to  six 
months'  hard  labour  for  being  an  unauthorised  person 
having  a  quantity  of  cocaine  in  his  possession.  After  that 
ho  will  be  demyted.  The  Masristrfl t'e  (Mr.  Mead)  said  he 
wou'd  give  the  full  sentence  for  dealing  with  this  pernicious 
habit. 


Poisoning  in  Victoria. — Figures  obtained  from  the 
Government  Statist  bv  the  Pharmnev  Board  of  Victoria 
show  deaths  from  poisons  during  3 915.  Of-  suicides  ten 
were  due  to  lysol.  one  to  carbolic  acid,  and  two  to  phenyle 
— i.e.,  thirteen  out  of  a  total  of  twenty-five  deaths.  Strych- 
nine, used  in  seven  cases,  was  the  only  other  poison  union? 
suicides  that  rose  above  two.  In  seventeen  accidental  cases 
three  were  due  to  lysol,  one  to  carbolic  acid,  and  one  to 
,  a  coal-tar  product.

The  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion's November  circular  states  that  the  Minister  of  Muni- 
tions was  asked  to  allow  the  supply  of  glycerin  in :  (1) 
Glycerin  and  cascara ;  (2)  cough-remedies  prepared  from 
domestic  recipes ;  and  (3)  domestic  recipes  for  cod-liver 
oil  emulsion.  The.  reply  stated  that  no  objection  will  be 
taken  to  the  use  of  glycerin  in  the  first  case,  but  as  regards 
the  second  and  third  he  says : 

"  It  is  rather  felt  by  the  Department  that-to  authorise  the  uise  of 
glj'cerin  in  these  preparations  would  be  giving'  rather  too  wide  a. 
licence,  especially  as  regards  cough-remedies,  as  experience  h'as 
shown  that  many  so-called  cough-remedies  are  not  of  sufficient 
value  to  justify  the  use  of  glycerin,  and  in  other  cases  it  would 
appear  that  the  glycerin  might  be  omitted  without  in  any  way 
interfering  with  the  action  of  the  remedy.  This  Department 
hopes,  however,  that  pharmacists  will  appreciate  that  the  restric- 
tions liave  only  been  imposed  because  they  are  necessary,  and 
that  their  co-operation  in  carrying  out  the  restrictions  will  bo 
of  direct  national  benefit  at  the  present  time.  It  is  believed  that, 
if  these  circumstances  are  appreciated  their  co-operation  should 
be  assured."  1  *

French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


The  French  Office  of  Chemicals. — On  the  occasion  of 
the  second  anniversary  of  the  foundation  of  the  French 
Office  of  Chemicals  and  Pharmaceuticals,  M.  Behal,  the 
Director  of  this  useful  "'war"  institution,  read  a  report 
summarising  its  history.  He  and  his  various  collaborators 
were  eloquently  and  suitably  thanked  by  M.  Clementel, 
Minister  of  Commerce,  at  the  close  of  the  meeting,  for 
what  they  had  done  to  aid  the  prosperity  of  French 
chemical  industry. 

Stupefying-drugs  Prosecution.— The  first  prosecution  of 
a  pharmacist  under  the  new  Drugs  Act  came  before  the 
8th  Paris  Police  Court  last  week.  The  defendant  was 
M.  Louis  Horcholle,  rue  de  Grenelle,  who  had  sold 
cocaine  to  a  woman  without  the  production  of  a  prescrip- 
tion The  pharmacist,  who  is  seventy  years  of  age,  pleaded 
that  the  woman  was  in  an  extremely  nervous  state,  and 
that  he  gave  her  a  small  quantity  out  of  pity,  and  in  the 
hope  that  she  would  thus,  by  reduced  desqs,  free  herself 
of  the  habit.  The  Court  sentenced  him  to  40/.  fine  and 
a  month's  imprisonment,  and  ordered  that  during  the 
duration  of  his  sentence  the  pharmacy  should  bo  closed. 

Misplaced  Enterprise. — A  curious  case  of  illegal  practice 
of  medicine  is  likely  to  come  before  the  Paris  Courts 
shortly,  a  summons  having  been  issued  against  a  pharma- 
cist in  the  rue  Grange-aux-Belles  and  his  assistant.  The 
premises  are  situated  near  the  St.  Louis  Hospital,  where 
gratuitous  consultations  are  given  at  certain  hours.  Tho 
pharmacist  stationed  a  man  in  livery  at  the  hospital  gates, 
who  invited  the  crowd,  "  to  avoid  useless  waiting,"  to  enter 
the  pharmacy.  Tho  shop  bore  the  title  "  Pharmacy  of 
the  St.  Louis  Hospital,"  and  this  evidently  led  some  to 
suppose  that  the  premises  formed  part  of  the  hospital 
services.  Once  inside,  medicine  was  retailed  to  them  in 
the  usual  way. 

A  Chemical  War-contract. — In  June  1915,  Colonel 
Rudeanu,  Rumanian  Military  Commissioner,  passed  a  con- 
tract with  M.  Rozetti  Roznovano,  formerly  a  member  of 
the  Rumanian  Parliament,  for  50  tons  of  picric  acid. 
The  Rumanian  Government  paid  into  a  French  bank, 
the  Comptoir  d'Escompte,  a  sum  of  10,000/. — 25  per  cent, 
of  the  value  of  the  goods — as  guarantee;  and  M. 
Roznovano  similarly  deposited  2,000?.,  to  be  handed  to 
the  Rumanian  authorities  in  case  of  non-execution  of  the 
contract.  The  contractor  possessed  no  picric  acid  and 
failed  to  find  any.  The  Rumanian  Government  has 
summoned  him  before  the  Paris  Civil  Tribunal  to  show 
cause  why  the  contract  should  not  be  annulled  and  the 
10,000/.  repaid.    Judgment  was  deferred  for  fourteen  days. 
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Netherlands  Notes,  .

Me.  W.  C.  de  Graaff,  of  Leyden,  has  been  appointed 
professor  of  galenical  pharmacy,  pharmacognosy,  and 
pathological  chemistry  of  the  Utrecht  University,  in  the 
place  of  the  late  Professor  H.  P.  Wijsman. 

A  "  Jaaebeues  "  on  the  lines  of  the  Leipzig  Fair  is  to 
fae  held  in  Utrecht  from  February  26  to  March  10,  1917. 
The  idea  is  to  show  the  development  of  Dutch  industries 
since  the  war,  and  already  380  hrrns  have  agreed  to  take 
part. 

Chemical-industry  in  Dutch  Colonies. — A  new  Dutch 
periodical,  "  De  Ncderlandsche  Olie-Vet  en  Zeep  Indus- 
trie," gives  some  details  about  the  extension  of  the 
chemical-industry  in  the  Dutch  East  Indies  during  1915. 
In  East  Java  the  manufacture  of  iodine  preparations  from 
iodine-wells  has  been  placed  on  a  successful  basis,  nine 
factories,  with  a  total  of  365  labourers,  being  engaged  in 
the  industry  in  one  form  or  another.  Liquefied  carbonic 
acid  is  also  being  manufactured  in  East  Java.  As  sodium 
bisulphite,  which  is  used  in  large  quantities  in  the  rubber 
and  sugar  industries,  has  been  very  difficult  to  obtain  from 
Europe,  two  factories  have  -taken  up  its  manufacture  in 
the  Duteh  East  Indies.  Two  factories,  with  thirty-eight 
labourers,  are  making  oxygen  gas  according  to  Linde's 
process,  and  sulphur  dioxide  is  being  made  by  two  com- 
panies. Sulphuric  acid  is  being  made  by  the  "  Batavische 
Petroleum  Maatschappij."  but  the  high  price  that  has  to 
be  paid  for  Japanese  sulphur  prevents  a  rapid  develop- 
ment of  the  industry. 


Austrian  News. 


The  Linseed-crOp  was  commandeered  by  the  Home  De- 
partment on  September  12  at  lOOkr.  per  100  kilos. 

Hydrastis  Canadensis  is  being  cultivated  in  Austria  by 
Dr.  Hohr  and  E.  Senft  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  State 
woods.    It  is  doing  well. 

Mustaed-seed  must  be  deprived  by  pressuro  of  all  but 
12  per  cent,  of  its  fixed  oil  before  it  can  be  ground  and 
used  in  making  mustard. 

Olive  Oil  for  pharmaceutical  purposes  may  only  be  used 
in  Austria  in  making  camphorated  oil  and  other  impor- 
tant medicinal  preparations. 

Gambier  is  almost  unobtainable  in  Austria,  and  dye- 
makers  are  compelled  to  use  a  substitute  composed  of 
gambier  and  powdered  tar  residues. 

Dearer  Quinine.— Quinine  and  its  preparations  are  very 
dear  and  scarce  in  Austria,  so  much  sq  that  the  Austrian 
Government  has  been  obliged  to  advance  the  prices  of 
the  suppliej  which  it  sells  for  malarial  purposes. 

In  Hung.aey  medicinal  plants  are  to  be  grown  and  the 
proceeds  given  to  the  relatives  of  soldiers  who  have 
fallen.  Some  success  in  cotton-cultivation  ten  years  ago  is 
inciting  people  to  try  it  again. 

Afternoon  Closing.— Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  qualified 
assistants  in  Austria,  pharmacists  are  allowed  to  close 
for  one  hour  each  afternoon,  and  during  the  whole  after- 
noon on  holidays  in  places  where  there  is  only  one 
pharmacy. 

Sulphuric-acid  Scarcity.— In  order  to  meet  the  scarcity 
of  sulphuric  acid  in  Hungary  the  use  of  the  acid  in  the 
purification  of  mineral  oils  is  prohibited.  An  exception 
has  been  made  in  the  case  of  benzol  and  in  that  of  mineral 
oils  that  are  required  for  medicinal  purposes. 

Trade-marks  Cancelled. — A  recently  issued  Austrian 
Government  Order  empowers  the  Minister  of  Trade  to 
limit  or  cancel  the  patent-rights  and  the  rights  in  regis- 
tered designs  and  trade-marks  of  British  and  French  sub- 
jects on  proof  that  such  a  course  is  for  the  public  interest, 
and  the  rights  of  Russian  subjects  without  such  proof. 

Cheaper  German  Chemicals.— The  Society  of  Austro- 
Hungarian  dealers  in  photographic  articles  sent  a  request 
to  the  Government  some  months  ago  urging  that  measures 
be  taken  to  get  German  chemicals  imported  into  Austria 
at  about  the  same  prices  as  are  naid  in  Germany.  Some 
results  appear  to  have  been  obtained,  as  the  Austrian 
Society  of  Photographic  Dealers  has  received  from  the 
Berlin  Central  Committee  for  Export.  Licences  the  pro- 
mise of  an  improvement  in  the  direction  indicated. 


German  News. 


Cymarin,  the  active-  principle  of  the  root  of  Apocynum 
cannabinum,  is  recommended  by  Wiesil  as  ah  excellent 
remedy  in  the  place  of  digitalis.       (  ~ 

Elarson  is  an  arsenical  compound  prepared  by  Emil 
Fischer,  which  has  been  introduced  in  therapeutics  by 
von  Klemperer  as  a  comparatively  non-toxic  substance. 
It  is  strontium  chlorarsinosobehenolate,  and  is  a  slightly 
coloured  powder,  insoluble  in  water.  Each  tablet  contains 
g  milligram  of  arsenic. 

Gold  Wanted. — In  order  to  increase  the  stock  of  gold 
in  Germany,  the  University  of  Tubingen  and  the  Technical 
Academy  of  Stuttgart  are  parting  with  their  gold  medals 
awarded  for  research  during  the  past  few  years.  They 
are  to  be  replaced  with  medals  of  brass  and  iron,  and  the 
gold  will  be  paid  for  in  paper  money. 

War  Botany  was  Professor  Dr.  A.  Tschirclvs  subject 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Deutsche  Pharmazeutische- 
Gesellschaft  in  Berlin  last  month.  The  purpose  of  war- 
botany  is  to  prevent  the  enemy  starving  us ;  so  the  Pro- 
fessor said,  and  mentioned  plants  which  are  used  at  present 
to  replace  drugs  hitherto  imported. 

Pharmacy  in  Munich.— The  new  buildings  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Institute  in  Munich  are  to  be  opened  shortly, 
the  director  being  Dr.  Theodor  Paul.  The  Institute  is 
replete  with  everything  necessary  for  carrying  out  pharma- 
ceutical and  chemical  research,  and  there  is  room  for 
200  students.    The  difficulty  will  be  to  fill  the  "benches." 

Aromatic-plant  Cultivation.— Dr.  K.  Krause,  assistant 
of  the  Royal  Botanical  Museum,  Berlin-Dahlem,  in  an 
article  in  the  "  Deutsche  Parfumerie  Zeitung,"  suggests, 
that  the  cultivation  of  aromatic  plants  used  in  perfumery 
should  be  undertaken  in  Anatolia,  Turkey,  where  the 
climate  is  well  adapted  for  that  purpose.  If  successful, 
then  Germany  would  be  independent  of  the  South  of 
France  and  Italy,  whence  most  of  these  plants  are  derived. 

Lubricants  have  now  been  commandeered  for  war-pur- 
poses. Mineral  oils  of  a  viscosity  of  less  than  5° 
(Engler)  at  50°  C.  may  be  sold,  however,  in  quantities 
which  do  not  surpass  the  maximum  quantity  that  the  pur- 
chaser requires  in  one  month.  Liquid  paraffin  may,  irt 
consequence,  be  used  as  before,  but  vaseline  itself  may  not 
b3  sold  by  the  pharmacists  without  special  permission 
henceforth,  nor  may  it  be  used  for  the  preparation  of 
ointments. 

Salvarsan. — Several  fatalities  after  the  administration  of 
salvarsan  are  reported  in  German  papers.  The  Konigsberg 
University  professor,  Dr.  Scholtz,  has  lost  four  of  his 
patients,  and  the  Munich  University  professor,  von 
Zumbusch,  three.  The  "  Wiener  Klinische  Wochenschrift  " 
reports  two  deaths  from  salvarsan,  and  the  July-August 
issue  of  the  "  Archiv  fiir  Physikalischdiatet-Therapie "" 
reports  three  cases  of  blindness,  three  deaths,  and  several 
cases  of  paralysis,  etc.,  after  the  use  of  salvarsan. 

Alcohol-prices. — The  following  figures  show  how 
steadily  the  prices  (per  hectolitre)  of  German  potato  spirit 
have  risen  since  1912:  October  25.  1912.  m. 69.50;  Novem- 
ber 15,  1912,  m.65.50;  February  20,  1913,  m.62.50;  Octo- 
ber 16,  1914,  m.69.00;  Januarv  16.  1915.  m. 74.00 ;  Febru- 
ary 10,  1915,  m.79;  February  27,  1915,  m.89;  July  5,  1915, 
m.100 ;  February  25,  1916,  m.150 ;  and  October  12,  1916, 
m.230.  The  last  advance  shows  how  stringent  the  spirit- 
market  has  become  since  the  war. 

Censor  and  Pharmaceutical  Press.— The  "  Apotheker- 
Zeitung"  has  appeared  lately  with  several  large  blank 
spaces  in  its  literary  columns,  which  suggests  that  the- 
censor  has  been  busy. — The  Duteh  "  Pharmaceutisch  Week- 
blad  "  is  not  allowed  to  circulate  in  Belgium,  but  the- 
German  pharmaceutical  papers  freely  "  lift  "  articles  from 
their  Dutch  contemporary  without  acknowledgment.  Lately 
Germany  has  barred  neutral  countries  from  receiving  phar- 
maceutical papers,  but  there  are  ways  of  evading  this 
exclusion. 

Grenzach  Chemical-works  were  established  in  Berlin  on 
September  28,  with  a  capital  of  3.000,000m.,  to  buy  the 
chemical  and  pharmaceutical  factories  in  Grenzach  of 
F.  Hoffmann,  La  Roche  &  Co..  Basle.  The  new  company 
has  obtained  the  right  to  use  all  patents,  trade-marks,  etc., 
belonging  to  F.  Hoffmann,  La  Roche  &  Co..  and  to  manu- 
facture all  that  firm's  preparations.  The  Vienna  branch 
of  F.  Hoffmann,  La  Roche  &  Co.  will  be  a  part  of  the 
Berlin  business  in  future.  The  "  Pharm.  Zeit."  states  that 
the  foundation  of  an  independent  firm  in  place  of  the 
branch  establishment,  in  Grenzach  is  probably  due  to  the 
French  svmnathips  which  F.  Hoffmann.  La  Roche  &  Co. 
are  said  to  have  held. 
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Legal  Reports. 


Middlesex  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.—  On  the  petition  of 
Elton,  Levy  &  Co.,  creditors  for  goods  supplied,  Mr 
Justice  Neville,  in  the  Winding-up  Court  on  November  14, 
made  an  order  for  the  compulsory  liquidation  of  this  com- 
pany, for  whom  Mr.  Owen  Thompson  said  he  could  not 
resist  the  order  being  made.' 

Weights  and  Measures  Act.— At  West  Ham  Police 
•Court,  before  Mr.  Gillespie,  on  November  16,  Mr.  D.  W.  A. 
Desmond,  chemist  and  druggist,  203  Plaistow  Road,  was 
.charged  with  having  in  his  possession  an  unstamped  1-oz. 
measure.  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby,  solicitor,  appeared  for  the 
defendant  on  behalf  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association. 
Possession  of  the  measure  was  not  denied.  It  appeared  from 
the  evidence  that  the  measure  was  used  solely  in  the  sale 
of  Friar's  balsam,  and  it  was  proved  that  it  was  145  minims 
short  of  the  actual  volume,  45  minims  of  this  being  due 
to  resin  deposited  in  the  measure.  It  was  also  proved  by 
witnesses  for  the  defence  that  a  stamped  measure  had  been 
employed,  but  had  been  broken,  and  was  replaced  by  an 
employe  with  one  used  in  making  photographic  solutions. 
The  Magistrate  came  to  the  conclusion  that  there  was  no 
intention  of  defrauding,  and  dismissed  the  summons  on 
payment  of  4s.  costs. 

A  Phosferine  Action.— In  the  Chancery  Division  on 
November  10,  Mr.  Justice  Younger  heard  a  motion  by 
Ashton  &  Parsons,  Ltd.,  wholesale  chemists,  against  Mr. 
Edmund  Dart,  trading  as  the  Dart  Remedies  Co.  at 
1  Market  Place,  Pontypridd  (known  as  "Professor." 
Edmunds),  for  leave  to  issue  a  writ  of  attachment  for 
alleged  breach  by  the  defendant  of  an  injunction  granted 
"by  Mr.  Justice  Sargant  in  March  1915,  in  a  trade-mark 
and  passing-off  action.  By  the  injunction  defendant  was 
restrained  from  passing  off  as  Phosferine  an  article 
which  was  not  the  plaintiffs'  production.  Mr.  Kerly,  K.C., 
on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs,  stated  that  his  clients  are  the 
•owners  and  sellers  of  Phosferine.  Defendant  had  been 
forbidden  by  an  injunction  from  selling  his  compound  as 
Phosferine.  He  had  evidence  that  defendant  had  done 
this  at  Pontypridd.  Defendant  denied  the  allegation.  His 
story  was  that  he  gave  away  the  bottle  of  compound  and 
sold  a  pamphlet  for  one  shilling.  It  is  obvious  that 
defendant  had  put  himself  in  a  dangerous  position.  If 
defendant  was  willing  to  give  an  undertaking  not  to  refer 
■to  Phosferine  at  all  in  selling  his  own  medicine  he 
would  be  content  to  drop  the  motion.  Mr.  Justice 
Younger  asked  defendant  if  he  would  give  this  under- 
taking ?  Defendant  stated  that  he  stood  in  the  public 
way  to  sell  his  preparations,  and  he  was  questioned  by 
"the  audience  as  to  Phosferine  and  other  medicines. 
He  might_  remark  that  Phosferine  spent  100,000?.  a  year 
on  advertising — would  he  then  be  liable  ?  In  his  lectures 
he  had  quoted  the  British  Medical  Association's  report  on 
~"  Secret  Remedies."  Mr.  Kerly  stated  that  he  was  pre- 
pared to  accept  an  undertaking  that  the  defendant  should 
not_  refer  directly  or  indirectly  to  Phosferine  without 
saying  at  the  same  time  that  his  medicine  was,  not  Phos- 
ferine. Mr.  Justice  Younger  (to  defendant):  You  cannot 
•object  to  that?  Defendant:  I  fully  agree  to  it.  The 
motion  was  then  withdrawn  on  these  terms.

Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  Birmingham,  devote 
their  page  in  this  issue  to  their  newer  products — Vitafer, 
Vitafer  chocolate,  Aldemint  (a  formaldehyde  throat  tab- 
let), Lycresol  (cresylic  disinfectant),  and  Crystoformin 
(a  bladder  disinfectant).  The  prices  are  given,  and  the 
offer  is  made  of  samples  and  literature  for  distribution  to 
medical  men. 

Daisy  Tablets  are  a  novelty  which  Daisy,  Ltd.,  Mammoth 
Works,  Leeds,  has  brought  out.  These  are  a  convenient 
form  of  the  old-established  "  Daisy  "  headache-cure,  and 
are.  packed  in  small  neat  tins  so  that  they  can  be  con- 
veniently carried  in  the  pocket.  An  advertising-campaign 
to  the  public  is  to  be  undertaken,  so  that  chemists  should 
be  prepared  with  stock. 

"  Red  Band  "  Bismuthated  Magnesia. — This  product  of 
the  Red  Band  Chemical  Co.,  186  Dairy  Road,  Edinburgh, 
to  which  reference  was  made  recently  in  the  C.  <k  D.,  can 
be  obtained  through  wholesale  houses  as  well  as  direct. 
Largo  window  posters  and  showcards  are  offered  to  chemists, 
and  the  outers  containing  3  doz.  3d.  size  or  1£  doz.  6d.  size 
are  adapted  for  use  as  show-boxes. 

"Jasmine"  Brand  Lanoline.— One  of  the  best  samples 
of  anhydrous  lanoline  of  British  manufacture  which  we 
have  seen  has  been  sent  to  us  this  week  by  the  Pure 
Russian  Liquid  Paraffin  Co.,  Ltd.,  3  St.  Helen's  Place, 
London,  E.C.  It  is  a  pale  dull  lemon  yellow,  practically 
odourless,  and  the  company  rjuarantee  that  no  perfume 
has  been  added  to  disguise  the  smell  of  the  fatty  acids. 
A  sample  of  the  company's  product  has  been  examined  by 
Dr.  S.  Judd  Lewis,  who,  as  the  result  of  chemical  tests, 
certifies  that  it  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia. 

The  Henna  Cult. — The  Evan  Williams  Co.,  proprietors 
of  Dr.  Evan  Williams'  henna  shampoo,  have  recently 
moved  their  wholesale  and  export  depot  to  a  new  factory 
at  18  and  18a  Ogle  Street,  Foley  Street,  London,  W.  A 
C.  &  D.  man  who  called  there  found  the  new  factory  to  con- 
sist of  compactly  arranged  premises.  It  comprises  four 
Poors  and  a  basement,  all  connected  by  an  electric  lift.  The 
floor-space  is  about  3,000  sq.  ft.  The  ground  floor  accom- 
modates the  despatch  and  export  department  and  the  offices. 
On  the  first  floor  the  henna  shampoo  is  packed  by  a  staff 
of  women,  automatic  machinery  being  in  use  to  ensure 
uniformity  in  the  contents  and  that  the  packets  are  well 
shaped.  The  second  floor  is  the  laboratory  and  mixing- 
room,  where  the  henna  shampoo  is  compounded,  a 
Gardner's  mixer  and  sifter  being  one  of  the  necessary 
apparatus.  All  the  machines  are  electrically  driven. 
The  characteristic  perfume  is  sprayed  into  the  powder 
by  a  special  pneumatic  device.  A!)  the  ingredients 
are  separately  tested  to  see  that  they  conform  to 
the  standard  laid  down,  practical  tests  being  made  with 
the  henna,  which,  being  a  vegetable  compound,  is 
not  easy  to  control.  In  the  course  of  the.  visit  our  repre- 
sentative gathered  many  details  regarding  the  growing 
popularity  of  henna  shampoo,  not  only  in  this  country, 
but  in  Russia.  Italy,  North  and  South  America,  etc.  Pack- 
ages are  labelled  in  the  language  of  the  country  to  which 
they  are  exported.    It  is  somewhat  of  a  task  to  fit  up  and 


open  a  new  factory  in  war-time,  but  the  need  was  impera'- 
tive,  owing  to  the  growth  of  the  home  and  export  trade.  It 
is  quite  an  up-to-date  factory,  and  with  the  advent  of  peace 
and.  the  boom  in  British  trade  will  enable  the  present  large- 
output  to  be  multiplied  almost  indefinitely.  The  con- 
tinual growth  in  the  demand,  it  may  be  added,  is  due  to 
personal  recommendation  and  advertising,  and  as  these 
continue  the  trade  need  not  be  afraid  to  stock  the  shampoo.. 

Associations'  Winter  Session,

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Nicholson. — A  meeting  of  the  Irish  Chemists'  Assistants' 
Association  was  held  on  November  12  at  Moran's  Hotel, 
Lower  Gardiner  Street,  Dublin.  Mr.  J.  Hogaji,  Ph.C, 
in  the  chair.  Mr.  Blood,  the  Treasurer,  reported  that  116 
members  had  paid  their  subscriptions,  and  that  he  had  a 
'balance  in  hand  of  147.  19s.  8d.  The  Chairman  said  there 
•should  bo  at  least  190  members  out  of  the  250  assistants  in 
the  district.  The  following  officers  were  then  elected : 
President,  Mr.  J.  Hogan,  Ph.C. ;  Vice-President.  Mr. 
Hamill,  Ph.C;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Dillon;  Hon.  Assistant 
Secretary,  Mr.  W.  A.  Batty;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Blood;  Com- 
mittee, Messrs.  J.  T.  Savage,  M.  FitzGibbon,  W.  Kennedy, 
L.  J.  McKernan,  M.  J.  O'Farrcll,  J.  Conway,  W.  A.  Batty, 
JR.  Roche,  J.  Y.  Thornton,  J.  M.  MacNamara,  and  T. 
Farrell,  L.P.S.I.  The  President  mentioned  that  a  memorial 
had  gone  before  the  Dublin  Corporation  to  close  chemists' 
shops  at  9  p.m.  daily.  A  discussion  followed  on  earlier 
shop-hours  and  other  reforms  needed  in  the  drug-trade. 

Leeds.—  A  meeting  of  the  Leeds  Chemists'  Association 
was  held  at  the  Grand  Central  Hotel  on  November  8, 
Mr.  N.  N.  Armitage  (President)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  F.' 
Pilkington  Sargeant,  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  gave  an  address  which  took  the  form  of  a  survey 
■of  the  general  pharmaceutical  position.  He  referred  to 
the  Opium  and  Cocaine  Regulations,  the  sale  of  glycerin, 
and  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases.  In  regard  to 
Memo.  277/1. C,  issued  by  the  Commissioners,  chemists 
welcomed  any  tests  which  might  be  applied  to  their 
dispensing,  but  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  felt  bound 
to  make  representations  to  the  Commissioners  as  to  the 
unfairness  of  applying  tests  to  stock  mixtures,  and  pointing 
■out  that  insured  persons  for  whom  doctors  dispensed  are  not 
in  any  way  protected  against  inferior  drugs  and  medicines. 
■Chemists  knew  all  about  the  new  terms  for  dispensing, 
embodying  an  increase  of  0.3d.  per  item  and  not  per 
■script,*  which  were  only  adopted  after  prolonged  and 
delicate  negotiation  conducted  under  a  fire  of  abuse  in 
the  trade  Preste,  which,  though  ineffectual,  did  retard 
progress.  Misinterpretation  of  the  new  terms  had  occurred, 
and  he  urged  chemists  to  accept  no  statements  but  these 
which  are  official.  The  increase  was  just,  but  the  wording 
in  the  Commissioners'  circular  is  unduly  patronising. 
The  increase  is  not  accepted  in  the  spirit  of  a  patronage ; 
it  is  one  absolutely  earned,  and  nothing  less  would  have 
been  accepted.  If  there  should  be  any  patronage,  it  should 
be  on  the  side  'of  the  chemists  rather  than  the  Com- 
missioners. Though  the  increase  is  admittedly  just,  that 
does  not  get  away  from  the  fact  that  the  total  remunera-. 
tion  is  still  utterly  inadequate,  and  is  founded  not  on  an 
equitable  basis,  not  on  any  competitive  basis,  not  on  any 
"law  of  supply  and  demand,  but  on  the  sorry  foundation 
of  a  series  of  mathematical  gymnastics.  Since  a  fair 
average  is  unobtainable,  any  ■establishment-charge  must 
be  unsatisfactory,  and  it  is  from  every  view-point 
desirable  that  the  increased  remuneration  should  be  in 
the  form  of  more  equitable  dispensing-fees.  Mr.  Sargeant 
then  made  a  reference  to  remuneration  in  regard  to 
the  attitude  of  the  Scottish  pharmacists  and  the  apparent 
disparity  between  the  Scottish  and  English  terms.  It  is 
not  correct,  he  said,  to  assume  that  the  Scottish  chemists 
are  content.  They  have  no  cause  to  be  so.  It  is  freely 
asserted  that  Scottish  chemists  possess  a  Tariff  which  yields 
a  sum  from  20  per  cent,  to  25  per  cent,  more  than  the 
English  Tariff.  He  had  no  quarrel  with  the  Scottish 
figures  that  on  forty  of  their  typical  prescriptions  there 
may  be  such  a  discrepancy.  In  England  they  are  not 
concerned  with  such  figures,  but  they  are  concerned  with 
any  effect  which  the  change  in  Tariff  may  have  brought 
about  in  their  own  remuneration.  He  quoted  three  batches 
of  prescriptions  taken  haphazard  as  to  number  and  area, 
as  follow :

These  examples  are  taken  from  areas  not  having 
stock  mixtures,  and  though  there  might  be  areas  where 
the  percentage  is  slightly  less,  the  figures  are  significant. 
The  prices  obtained  in  England  are  in  most  cases 
higher  than  they  would  be  were  the  Scottish  Tariff  in 
operation,  and  showed  a  gross  remuneration  of  50  per 
cent.  This  was  no  disparagement  on  the  Scottish  phar- 
macists, but  to  those  who  would  make  prejudiced  com- 
parison the  answer  is  that,  though  poor,  the  remuneration 
is  infinitely  better  than  it  would  have  been  had  the  old 
Tariff,  with  an  almost  certain  discount  of  15  per  cent., 
continued  in  operation.  In  the  discussion  which  followed 
the  President  said  he  only  wished  the  Editor  of  Thk 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  of  whose  comments  on  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  he  was  very  tired,  could  have  been 
present.  If  there  had  been  no  Pharmaceutical  Society  the 
chemists  would  have  got  nothing  at  all,  and  he  wondered 
how  much  more  the  Editor  of  the  C.  ct-  D.  could  have  got 
than  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  done.  He  further 
stated  that  he  was  "shocked"  to  learn  that  a  number  of 
Leeds  chemists — particularly  twelve  panel  chemists — are 
not  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  charac- 
terised this  as  a  great  scandal,  "  because  these  men  got 
all  the  benefits  of  the  work  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society." 
Other  speakers  were  Mr.  J.  H.  Beacock,  Mr.  W.  K. 
Harrison,  Mr.  A.  Rothstein,  and  Mr.  A.  Riley,  their 
remarks  being  mainly  on  the  question  of  glycerin,  the 
supply  of  which,  it  was  urged,  should  be  limited  by 
regulation. 

London  (W.).—  Mr.  W.  Wilkinson  presided  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Western  Pharmacists'  Association  at  the  Restaurant 
Frascati  on  Wednesday  evening,  November  15.  The  feature 
of  the  evening  was  an  address  on  the  scope  and  limitations 
of  bacteriology  by  Dr.  E.  Burnet,  lecturer  to  the  Phar- 
macist Volunteer  Corps,  members  of  which  were  present. 
Dr.  Burnet  opened  with  an  historical  review  of  medical 
treatment  up  to  the  use  of  vaccines  and  serums.  Ho 
contended  that  the  supply  of  these  therapeutic  agents 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  pharmacists,  and  suggested  that 
a  course  of  instruction  in  bacteriology  for  pharmacists 
should  be  given  through  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Ihe 
British  Government  has  paid  30,000?.  to  an  American  firm 
for  vaccines,  etc.  In  the  discussion  Mr.  H.  Skinner  and 
Mr.  Edmund  White  supported  Dr.  Burnet's  views,  Mr. 
White  stating  that  the  Council  would  no  doubt  support 
his  suggestion,  but  they  must  first  study  ways  and  means. 
He  was  of  opinion  that  the  taking  of  drugs  by  the  public 
will  continue  for  some  time.  Messrs.  Barrett,  Ellerington, 
Shenstone,  Browne,  Allen,  and  Moss  also  spoke,  and  Dr. 
Burnet,  in  the  course  of  his  reply,  stated  that  an  outlay 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  1,000/.  would  provide 
ainplo  facilities  for  instruction  to  pharmacists,  who,  ho 
said,  should  have  the  necessary  knowledge  to  detect  organ- 
isms on  slides  submitted  by  the  doctor. 

Manchester.  \  meeting  of  the  Manchester  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  was  held  on  November  8,  Mr.  W. 
Kirkby,  M.Sc.  (President),  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Cecil  Owen 
B.Sc,  Chester,  gave  an  address  on  "Pharmacy  and  the 
Future."  Many  of  the  misfortunes  of  pharmacy,  he  said,  are 
due  to  the  refusal  to  look  steadily  into  the  future,  and  act  as 
though  we  believed  that  as  we  sowed  so  should  we  reap. 
To  compete  in  the  future  with  multiple  shops  pharmacists 
will  have  to  be  more  than  mere  retailers,  the  professional 
man  will  be  quite  safe.  It  is  necessary,  therefore,  to  show 
more  of  the  professional  spirit  and  less  of  the  business 
spirit  if  we  wish  to  progress.  The  time  is  ripe,  he  thought, 
to  take  advantage  of  the  general  shortage  of  medical  men 
to  do  dispensing  for  them,  and  he  referred  to  possible  open- 
ings for  chemists  in  bacteriology  in  connection,  for  example, 
with  the  additional  duties  imposed  in  the  municipal  treat- 
ment of  venereal  diseases.  Mr.  Owen  declared  that  the 
National  Insurance  Act  is  unpopular  alike  with  chemists 
and  insured  persons.  In  the  discussion  which  took  place. 
Mr.  W.  H.  Delve,  Mr.  Hershberg.  Mr.  J.  Grier,  Mr.  F.  W. 
Bates,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Kidd  took  part.  A  vote  of 
thanks  was  given  to  Mr.  Owen  for  his  paper. 

Middlesex.- The  Executive  of  the  Middlesex  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  met  on  November  8,  Mr.  H.  E. 
Clement  in  the  chair.  The  correspondence  included  letters 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  Benevolent  Fund  col- 
lecting-boxes  and   arrangements    for    canvassing  chemists 
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who  are  not  members  of  the  Society.  Reports  were 
received  from  the  district  Associations,  and  a  resolution 
from  the  North  London  Association,  asking  that  a  pro- 
posal should  be  sent  to  the  local  Associations  Executive 
on  the  subject  of  federated  areas. 

Newcastle-upon-Tyne.— A  meeting  of  the  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on  Novem- 
ber 8,  Mr.  J.  F.  Simpson  in  the  chair.  It  was  reported 
that  the  project  for  a  Federation  of  Northern  Pharma- 
cists' Associations  had  been  abandoned  for  want  of  sup- 
port. A  discussion  on  a  communication  from  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association  was  postponed.  Atten- 
tion was  called  to  a  collecting-box  on  behalf  of  the  Bene- 
volent Fund.  The  question  of  membership  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  was  introduced  by  Mr.  T.  H.  Flemming, 
and  a  resolution  passed  urging  non-members  to  join.  The 
meeting  also  favoured  the  scheme  of  a  minimum  price-list. 
A  circular  by  Mr.  H.  S.  Williamson  (Tynemouth)  on  the 
Cocaine  and  Opium  Regulations  was  read  and  approved. 


Dandelion-root. 


The  British  Pharmacopoeia  describes  radix  taraxaci  as 
"  fresh  root,  frequently  three  decimetres  or  more  long  and 
twelve  millimetres  or  more  thick,  smooth  or  yellowish- 
brown  externally,"  etc.  It  is  as  well  the  words  "  or  more  " 
are  used,  or  we  are  afraid  the  giant  specimen  which  we 
figure  here  would  have  been  excluded.  Dandelion-root  is 
being  collected  now,  and  among  a  consignment  of  many 


tons  which  was  being  dealt  with  by  Stafford  Allen  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  drug-growers,  Cowper  Street,  Finsbury,  London, 
E.C.,  the  root  of  which  we  give  here  a  photograph 
attracted  attention.  The  root  is  20  in.  round  at  the  crown 
and  12  in.  in  the  centre,  where  the  string  is  shown  in 
the  illustration.  A  normal  root  weighs  about  1  oz.,  but 
this  weighs  2  lb.  7  oz.  To  have  attained  this  size  the  root 
must  have  been  in  the  ground  a  good  many  years. 

Peruvian  Bismuth.— The  production  of  bismuth  in  Peru 
in  1914  amounted  to  11,187  kilos.,  valued  at  4,899/.

Medical  Gleanings. 

Lice  and  Insecticides. 

A.  Bacot,  entomologist  to  the  Lister  Institute  of  Preven- 
tive Medicine,  reporting  to  the  "  British  Medical 
Journal,"  1916,  II.,  447,  states  that  in  an  investigation  he 
used  naphthaline,  sulphur,  cresylic  acid,  iodoform,  vermi- 
jelli;  a  mixture  of  vaseline,  naphthaline,  kerosene  oil,  and 
benzole;  vermijelli  with  cresylic  acid;  cyt'sine;  vermijelli 
with  phenol ;  and  iodoform,  cytisine,  and  sulphur.  He  gives 
the  results  from  each,  showing  the  number  of  insects  used 
in  each  case,  how  they  were  used,  and  the  length  of  time 
exposed,  with  the  results.  Cytisine  is  the  alkaloid  iso- 
lated from  gorse  and  laburnum  seeds,  and  Dr.  H  H.  Dale 
suggested  the  experiments,  but  the  results  are  not  brilliant. 
Mr.  Bacot  suggests  that  a  means  may  be  found  for  pre- 
venting the  spread  of  lice  among  troops  by  impregnating 
shirts  and  underclothing  with  an  emulsion  consisting  of 
45  to  50  per  cent,  of  soft  soap,  combined  by  heating  with 
50  to  55  per  cent,  of  crude  carbolic;  of  this  5  per  cent, 
should  be  mixed  with  warm  water.  After  dipping  in  the 
emulsion  the  garments  should  be  wrung  out  and  thoroughly- 
dried  before  wearing.

What  Sir  Charles  Bedford  says 

of  chemical  representation 
in  the  House  of  Commons  is,  of  course,  equally  true  of 
pharmaceutical  representation.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  does  not, 
in  a  Parliamentary  sense,  represent  pharmacy,  but 
Stepney,  and  for  pharmacists  to  think  of  sending  Mr. 
Woolcock  (or  anybody  else)  to  Westminster  as  their 
delegate  is  simply  absurd.  It  does  not  follow  that  we 
should  not  be  very  glad  to  see  him  there.  We  owe  a 
great  debt  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  for  his  championship  of 
our  interests  in  Parliament,  and  it  is  much  to  be  desired 
that  when,  unfortunately  for  us,  he  retires,  somebody 
else  equally  competent  and  equally  willing  to  help  us 
should  succeed  him.  The  problem  is  how  to  secure  this. 
All  we  can  do  is  to  work  locally  for  the  man  we  wish 
to  see  elected,  and,  if  necessary,  to  provide  or  contribute 
to  the  expense  of  his  election.  In  this  way  something 
might  be  done,  especially  in  a  poor  constituency,  where 
party  funds  are  low,  but  we  must  not  suppose  we  can 
do  more  than  this,  and  it, would  probably  be  bad  policy  in 
most  cases  to  try  to  induce  a  constituency  to  accept  a 
candidate  as  our  nominee. 

The  Sublimity  of  Faith 

of  "A  Country  Pharmacist"  is 
really  touching.  He  at  least  has  found  the  philosopher's 
stone,  and  he  wields  with  tearful  sincerity  that  magic 
implement  that  is  going  to  transmute  all  baser  metals 
to  the  purest  platinum.  The  festering  sore  of  pharmacy 
is  the  fact  that  some  of  us  "  still  holds  himself  aloof  from 
membership  of  the  Society."  Let  us  plank  down  our 
guineas,  and,  hey,  presto  !  a  leader  will  appear  and  all 
will  be  well.  For  what  is  the  use  of  a  leader  if  there 
be  none  to  lead  ?  "  Country  Pharmacist's  "  logic  is  per- 
fect, and  would  be  irrefragable  were  it  not  for  the  little 
rift  within  the  lute — that  demon  of  doubt  which  whispers 
a  tale  of  some  hungry  sheep  which  looked  un  to  their 
shepherd  and  were  not  fed,  of  men  who  thought  they 
were  leaning  on  a  stout  staff  and  who  found  at  the 
critical  moment  that  it  was  only  a  reed.  Even  a  reed 
may  have  its  uses,  for  its  waving  may  show  how  the 
wind  blows,  so  that  the  steersmen  may  know  how  to 
trim  their  sails  and  catch  the  passing  breezes  of  a  fast- 
waning  popularity. 

Lord  Rhondda's  Purchase 

of  Sanatogen  and  Formamint, 
whether  he  changes  their  names  or  not,  will  simplify 
our  dealing  with  these  proprietaries,  and  place  us  on  a 
more  satisfactory  footing  generally  with  regard  to  them. 
It  may  be  possible  to  produce  substitutes  for  either  as 
good  as  the  original,  and  honour  is  due,  we  are  told,  to 
anybody  who  makes  two  blades  of  grass  grow  where  only 
one  grew  before;  but  it  has  not  usually  been  held  good 
form  to  exploit  other  men's  enterprises  and  trade  on  their 
reputation.  Nothing  but  sheer  necessity  would  reconcile 
some  of  us  to  such  a  course.  Substitutes  for  unprocurable 
necessaries  must  be  had,  but  we  shall  welcome  this  possi- 
bility of  once  more  supplying  what  the  public  ask  for, 
instead  of  having  to  recommend  something  "just  as 
good."  Lord  Rhondda's  way  out  of  a  real  difficulty  is 
as  honourable  as  it  is  patriotic  ;  though  he  may  be  com- 
mended for  not  professing  altruistic  motives,  the  fact 
remains  that  his  action  is  a  public  gain,  not  only  from 
a  British  point  of  view,  but  from  an  international  one. 
When  the  time  comes  for  us  to  arrange  terms  with  our 
present  enemies  it  may  help  us  much  to  be  able  to  point 
to  proofs  that  we  have  not  been  unmindful  of  justice  and 
equity,  even  while  at  bitter  war  and  under  great  pro- 
vocation. 

It  Pays  to  Advertise. 

as  Mr.  Kendrick  says,  but  we  must 
either  advertise  something  that  the  public  want  or  we 
must  persuade  the  public  that  the  article  we  are  adver- 
tising is  essential  to  their  comfort,  if  not  their  existence. 


If  we  can  manage  to  induce  this  frame  of  mind  we  have 
gone  far  along  the  road  to  success.  The  trouble  is  that 
so  few  of  us  possess  any  originality  of  conception  or 
expression.  We  lack  imagination,  and  hence  we  advertise 
the  same  old  sundries  in  the  same  old  way,  and  in  the 
same  old  medium,  alongside  of  fifty  other  people,  all  of 
whom  are  equally  devoid  of  the  imaginative  faculty.  The 
result  is  inevitable.  The  fifty  advertisements  are 
neglected,  while  a  novelty,  or  even  a  fresh  setting  or 
statement,  would  startle  readers  into  alert  and  careful 
study.  I  tried  the  experiment  quite  lately  of  advertising 
an  article  that  few  of  my  clients  had  ever  'heard  about, 
and  certainly  very  few  indeed  had  seen.  But  it  was 
just  the  thing  many  of  them  felt  they  needed,  and  the 
very  first  post  brought  seventeen  inquiries,  of  which  a 
goodly  number  resulted  in  sales.  Next  day  the  numbe: 
was  twelve,  and  since  then  they  have  kept  trickling  in 
day  after  day.  This  again  confirmed  my  previous  ex- 
perience, that  if  we  only  give  the  public  the  opportunity 
of  buying  something  that  they  really  think  they  need, 
they  will  rise  to  the  occasion  every  time.  Our  part  is 
to  convince  them  that  they  need  it. 

The  Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases 

by  pharmacists  is  a 
branch  of  counter-prescribing,  and,  the  propriety  of  such 
prescribing  for  simple  ailments  being  taken  for  granted, 
we  have  to  consider  whether  venereal  diseases  are  simple 
ailments  or  not.  I  doubt  whether*  any  pharmacist  is' 
competent,  qua  pharmacist,  to  decide  offhand,  with 
!  certainty,  that  any  case  he  is  asked  to  treat  is  a  simpk 
|  one.  The  fact  remains  that  the  diseases  are  contagious, 
and  come  under  a  different  category  from  the  ailments  we 
habitually  allow  ourselves  to  treat.  It  must  be  added 
that  the  treatment  of  these  diseases  is  open  to  peculiar 
abuses  of  the  most  serious  kind.  I  confess  that  years 
ago,  when  in  a  large  seaport  town  I  saw  a  very  great  deal 
of  this  sort  of  business,  I  conceived  a  loathing  for  it 
which  I  have  never . overcome,  and  a  horror  of  the  temp- 
tations to  which  it  exposes  the  unqualified  practitioner  ; 
and  I  hope  that  in  our  anxiety  to  safeguard  our  un- 
doubted right  to  deal  in  such  drugs  as  are  specifically 
employed  in  the  treatment  of  these  diseases  we  shall  not 
let  it  be  thought  that  we  are  committed  to  the  defence  of 
practices  which  I  am  quite  sure  most  of  us  would  condemn. 

The  Naming  of  Articles 

from  the  places  in  which  they  are 
produced  or  the  ports  from  which  they  are  shipped  is 
natural  enough,  but  if  the  use  of  names  so  given  is  to  be 
restricted  to  such  articles  as  they  originally  indicated 
we  shall  have  to  revise  our  commercial  nomenclature 
wholesale.  Stilton  cheese  has  not  for  centuries  been 
all  made  at  Stilton,  and  it  is  a  long  time  since  all  cur- 
rants were  shipped  at  Corinth.  There  can  be  no  fraud, 
certainly,  in  the  use  of  such  names  as  "British  port," 
where  the  adjective  is  so  literally  "  the  enemy  of  the 
noun  "  as  completely  to  change  its  meaning.  And  what 
of  such  names  as  "Tarragona"  or  "  Catalonian " 
"port"?  These  are  not  wines  of  Oporto,  or  even  of 
Portugal,  but  they  have  as  good  a  right  to  their  names 
as  a  good  deal  of  madeira  that  has  come  from  the  island 
so  called.  "Malmsey  madeira,"  for  instance,  is,  or  used 
to  be,  a  common  trade-term,  and  it  means  literally  a 
wine  from  Napoli  di  Malvasia  in  the  Morea  made  in 
Madeira — a  contradiction  in  terms.  It  would  perhaps 
be  considering  too  curiously  to  ask  whether  such  names 
as  "  Eau  de  Cologne,"  "Madeira  cake,"  "Epsom  salts," 
etc.,  ought  not  in  consistency  to  be  similarly  restricted.

The  Wisdom  of  a  Councillor. 

Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant,  a  member;  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council,  addressed  the  members  of  the  Leeds 
Chemists'  Association  last  week,  and  that  part  of  his 
speech  which  dealt  with  payment  for  Insurance  dispensing- 
was  somewhat  nebulous,  but  apart  from  his  effort  to 
criticise  and  condemn  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  he 
seems  to  have  been  eager  to  prove  that  it  is  not  correct 
to  say  that  "  Scottish  chemists  possess  a  Tariff  which  yields 
a  sum  from  20  per  cent,  to  25  per  cent,  more  than  the 
English  Tariff."  It  is  desirable  to  recall  the  facts. 
In  our  issue  of  October  7  we  printed  on  p.  40  an 
abstract  of  a  report  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing- 
Committee  (Scotland)  to  the  Scottish  Insurance  Com- 
missioners, the  result  of  which  was  an  agreement  between 
these  bodies,  Mr.  Charles  Roberts,  M.P.,  approving  that 
the  existing  agreements  with  chemists  in  Scotland  be 
renewed  for  1917.  The  nature  of  the  report  was  described, 
and  we  gave  the  prices  of  forty  prescriptions  which  the 
Committee  had  compared  on  the  1915  terms  (whicli 
applied  to  England,  Scotland,  and  Wales)  and  the  1916 
terms  (applicable  to  England  and  Wales  only),  the  Com- 
mittee coming  to  the  conclusion — 

"  The  proposed  Drug  Tariff  gives  7s.  Z^d.  less  for  the 
forty  prescriptions,  or  2.15<?.  less  per  prescription,  which 
is  almost  23  per  cent." 

On  pp.  42-43  of  the  same  issue  we  dealt  with  the  matter 
editorially,  quoting  from  an  excellent  summary  of  the 
report  issued  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee. 
The  following  are  sentences  from  the  excerpt  quoted  : 

"  The  flat  rate,  0.8c?.  per  prescription,  is  about  66  per 
cent,  less  than  the  balance  resulting  by  deducting  cost 
of  materials  and  dispensing-fees  from  the  price  of  a  pre- 
scription under  the  present  Drug  Tariff. 

Tho  proposed  scale  of  dispensing-fees  works  out  in  prac- 
tice at  about  14  per  cent,  less  than  the  present  Drug 
Tariff  scale. 

The  Scottish  scale  of  dispensing-fees  is  about  88  per  cent, 
higher  than  the  present  Drug  Tariff  scale  of  dispensing- 
fees.     The  price  for   drugs  by  the   Departmental  Corn. 
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mittee's  Tariff  (including  the  0.8d.  per  prescription)  is 
about  24  per  cents,  leas  than  the  present  Drug  Tariff 
yields. 

Under  every  head  the  proposed  Tariff  shows  a  reduc- 
tion, and  the  Departmental  Committee's  proposals  mean 
a  reduction  of  not  less  than  20  per  cent,  in  the  payments 
received  for  medicines  and  appliances." 

In  the  following  week  the  Insurance  Commissioners  in 
London  issued  their  letters  covering  the  additional  allow- 
ance of  a  third  of  a  penny  per  prescription,  making  the 
establishment-charge  l.ld.  for  1916  and  1917.  In  the 
course  of  our  comments  upon  this  we  said  : 

"  It  has  been  pointed  out  in  Scotland  (G.  <b  D.,  October  7, 
p.  42)  that  the  Departmental  Committee's  Tariff  pays 
24  per  cent,  less  than  they  get  in  Scotland." 

It  will  be  noted,  by  comparing  with  the  prior  quotation, 
that  the  italics  are  our  summary  of  the  phrase  "  the 
present  Drug  Tariff  yields,"  which  refers  solely  to  the 
Tariff  used  in  Scotland.  The  point  was  not  referred  to 
editorially  in  the  C.  <b  D.,  October  21,  but  our  quotations 
had  struck  the  trade,  and  plenty  was  said  about  the 
point  throughout  the  country.  In  our  issue  of  Octo- 
ber 28,  p.  47,  after  quoting  the  Insurance  Commissioners' 
conditions  of  agreement  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and 
appliances  in  1917,  we  remarked  : 

"The  document  may  be  regarded  as  the  penultimate 
step  to  an  agreement  which  will  continue  the  service  by 
English  and  Welsh  chemists  at  20  per  cent,  less  than 
chemists  in  Scotland  are  getting  for  the  same  materials 
and  work." 

There,  again,  the  figure  is  the  Standing  Committee's,  a 
body  which  has  done  so  well  in  the  management  of  Insur- 
ance dispensing  matters  that  it  has  the  admiration  and 
confidence  of  British  dispensing  chemists  generally.  It  is 
clear  from  this  narrative  that  in  attacking  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  Mr.  Sargeant  really  attacked  the  Phar- 
maceutical Standing  Committee  (Scotland).  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  matter  ends  there,  but  unfortunately 
Mr.  Sargeant  proceeded  to  demonstrate,  from  an  examina- 
tion of  551  prescriptions,  that  with  the  O.Zd.  additional 
establishment-charge  English  Tariff  prices  are  only  1.3, 
4.19,  and  6.4  per  cent,  less  than  the  Scottish.  We  con- 
sider this  to  be  one  of  the  things  that  would  have  been 
better  left  unsaid.  It  touches  a  matter  that  is  now  the 
subject  of  an  official  inquiry  [C.  if-  D.,  November  4, 
p.  45),  and  considering  Mr.  Sargeant's  official  position, 
as  well  as  his  prominence  in  Insurance  matters,  his 
remarks  may  prejudice  the  position  seriously. 


Poisoning  Sparrows. 

Many  of  our  subscribers  in  Great  Britain  have  for  years 
been  accustomed  to  respect  the  restrictions  of  the  Poisoned 
Grain  Prohibition  Act,  1863,  and  the  Poisoned  Flesh 
Prohibition  Act,  1864,  in  so  far  as  these  affect  the  sale 
of  poisons  and  of  poisoned  grain.  The  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Fisheries  has  recently  made  some  changes  in 
the  matter  consequent  upon  the  Protection  of  Animals 
Act,  1911,  Section  8  of  which  provides  that  in  respect 
to  the  use  on  land  of  poisoned  grain,  it  shall  be  a  defence 
if  the  poison  was  placed  for  the  purpose  of  destroying 
rats,  mice,  and  other  small  vermin,  and  that  all  reason- 
able precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  access  thereto  of 
dogs,  cats,  fowls,  and  other  domestic  animals.  In  its 
leaflet  about  the  Act  the  Board  makes  the  following 
statement  : 

Use  of  Poisons.— A  person  is  liable  under  this  new  Act 
to  a  penalty  if  he  (a)  sells,  or  offers  or  exposes  for  sale,  or 
gives  away,  or  causes  or  procures  any  person  to  sell  or 
offer  or  expose  for  sale  or  give  away,  or  knowingly  is  a 
party  to  the  sale  or  offering  or  exposing  for  sale  or  giving 
away  of  any  grain  or  seed  which  has  been  rendered  poison- 
ous except  for  bond-fide  use  in  agriculture:  or  (6)  know- 
ingly puts  or  places,  or  causes  or  procures  any  person  to 
put  or  place,  or  knowingly  is  a  party  to  the  putting  or 
placing,  in  or  upon  any  land  or  building  any  poison,  or 
any  fluid  or  edible  matter  (not  being  sown  seed  or  grain) 
which  has  been  rendered  poisonous. 

This  provision  appears  to  have  given  rise  to  the  impres- 
sion that  chemists  and  druggists  are  now  free  from  the 
old  Acts,  which  idea   is  perfectly   erroneous,    and  we 


entirely  agree  with  the  President  of  the  Board  in  the 
following  remarks,  quoted  from  a  letter  that  we  have 
received  from  the  Board  : 

Lord  Crawford  would,  however,  desire  to  emphasise  the 
danger  of  the  indiscriminate  use  of  poisoned  grain,  and 
would  suggest  the  possibility  of  protecting  it  by  means  of 
wire  netting  of  a  sufficiently  large  mesh  to  allow  the 
sparrow  to  pass  through. 

Lord  Crawford  also  wishes  to  draw  particular  attention 
to  the  possibility  of  the  danger  of  the  bodies  of  poisoned 
sparrows  falling  within  tho  reach  of  dogs,  cats,  and  pigs, 
especially  where  pigs  are  kept  in  yards  or  sheds  infested 
with  sparrows,  or  in  places  where  they  roost. 

We  suggest  to  chemists,  when  selling  any  poison  which 
they  know  is  to  be  used  for  killing  sparrows,  that  they 
will  convey  this  warning  to  the  purchasers. 


Chemical  Society. 

The  list  of  officers  and  Fellows  of  the  Chemical  Society 
corrected  to  August  1916  has  been  issued  recently.  The 
names  of  honorary  and  foreign  members  are  fewer  this 
year  by  eleven,  the  .  following  having  been  removed  : 

Professor  A  von.  Baeyer,  Professor  E.  Bamberger.  Pro- 
fessor T.  Curtius.  Professor  Emil  Fischer,  Professor  C. 
Graebe,  Professor  P.  H.  R.  von  Groth,  Professor  W.  Nernst, 
Professor  "  W.  Ostwald,  Professor  H.  Schiff,  Professor  O. 
Wallach,  and  Profesor  R.  Willstatter. 

The  names  of  Professors  Bamberger  and  Schiff  have 
been  removed  on  account  of  death,  but  all  the  other  names 
by  a  resolution  of  the  Fellows  of  the  Society  (C.  <L*  D.. 
June  24,  p.  45).  We  find  that  the  names  of  Gerrnan 
Fellows  have  been  removed  from  the  list  also,  but  no  reso- 
lution was  necessary  in  regard  to  this,  as  it  usually 
happens  on  non-payment  of  subscriptions,  and  it  was  not 
possible  for  German  Fellows  to  pay  up  had  they  wished 
to  do  so1. 

U.S. P.  Essential  Oils. 

In  several  articles  we  have  already  dealt  with  some  of 
the  aspects  of  the  new  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  (an 
official  copy  of  which  we  i*ecently  received),  and 
have  indicated  that  as  a  book  for  pharmacists  it  can 
scarcely  be  regarded  as  an  advance  upon  the  preceding 
edition.  "  The  Perfumery  and  Essential  Oil  Record  " 
deals  in  a  recent  issue  with  the  essential  oils  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia,  the  Sub-Committee's  principal  recom- 
mendations first  being  dealt  with  so  as  to  show  by  contrast 
how  the  Convention  dealt  with  the  recommendations. 
Each  of  the  notes  'contains  critical  observations  upon  the 
factors  adopted  in  the  U.S. P.,  and  the  article  concludes 
with  the  following  observation  : 

W©  congratulate  ourselves  on  finding  no  reference  to  tho 
neutrality  or  slight  acidity  of  the  alcoholic  solutions,  but 
why  is  it  necessary  to  insert  the  "tests"  under  one  oil 
and  refrain  from  it  in  another  case?  The  facts  would 
only  take  a  few  hours  to  ascertain.  The  oleoresin  of  male 
fern  is  truly  not  an  essential  oil,  but  we  cannot  refrain 
from  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the  last  few 
years  the  characters  of  this  important  drug  have  become 
so  well  understood  that  adulteration  has  been  stamped  out. 
The  specific  gravity,  refractive  index,  solubility  in  various 
solvents,  content  of  filicic  acid,  and  various  other  features 
are  now  well  defined,  and  a  determination  of  these  values 
is  a  certain  safeguard  against  adulteration.  But  the  com- 
pilers of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  have  not  in- 
cluded one  single  test  for  this  important  substance.  It 
appears  impossible  to  find  out  what  principle  determines 
the  attitude  of  the  compilers  of  Pharmacopoeias  towards 
scientific  progress  and  the  needs  of  the  persons  who  use  tho 
books.  Perhaos  there  is  none.  But  when  we  remember 
the  likening  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  to  a  cookery  book 
by  a  well-known  chemist  in  his  review  of  that  work,  we 
must  remember  our  own  glass-house  and  not  thrqw  stones  ! 

The  article  reveals  the  fact  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  does 
not  handle  essential  oils  as  well  as  might  have  been 
done. 

Sanitas  Co.,  Ltd. — The  directors  have  declared  the  usual 
interim  dividend  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent,  per  annum  in 
resnect  of  the  half-year's  trading  to  September  30. 

Castner-Kellner  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd. — The  directors  have 
declared  a  dividend  of  13  per  cent,  for  the  six  months  to 
September  30,  making,  with  the  interim  dividend,  22  per 
cent,  for  the  year. 
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A  Correspondence  is  being  carried  on  in  "  The  Lancet  " 
regarding  the  toxicity  of  British-made  salvarsan.  One 
medical  man  relates  that  he  has  abandoned  the  use  of 
kharsivan  owing  to  unfortunate  experierces  with  it,  but 
many  more  medical  men  have  written  in  unqualified  praise 
of  the  British  product. 

For  the  treatment  of  septic  wounds  Major  T.  W.  A. 
Daman,  B.A.M.C.,  in  the  "  British-  Medical  Journal," 
states  that  at  tne  Military  Hospital,  Lincoln,  Major 
Duggan  employs  a  mixture  of  ichthyol  and  glycerin  in 
varying  strengths,  with  satisfactory  results,  in  cases  of 
open  wounds  accompanied  by  sepsis,  induration,  and 
pain.  In  place  of  serum  as  an  application  to  wounds  a 
solution  in  water  of  magnesium  sulphate  with  the  addition 
of  glycerin  is  being  employed  in  some  of  the  military  hos- 
pitals.

Mr.  E.  K.  Muspbatt,  LL.D.,  F.I.C.,  etc.,  who  was 
President  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  in  1885-86, 
the  year  before  Mr.  David  Howard,  and  is  the  oldest 
surviving  Past-President  of  the  Society,  has  published  a 
biography  entitled  "  My  Life  and  Work,"  which  deals 
chiefly  with  his  public  career  as  a  Liverpool  man  and  a 
Gladstonian;  but  there  are  interesting  chemical  remini- 
scences in  it — for  example,  his  close  association  with 
Baron  von  Liebig  in  the  'fifties,  about  which  Mr.  Mus- 
pratt has  a  good  deal  to  say,  also  of  life  in  Germany 
during  that  time.  Mr.  Muspratt's  long  connection  with 
the  alkali-industry  of  this  country  is  well  known.  He  is  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  Liverpool  University,  and  his  work 
for  it  was  recognised  by  his  being  made  the  first  President 
of  the  Council  of  the  University  and  its  Pro-Chancellor. 
He  also  received  the  LL.D.  degree  from  it.  His  son,  Mr. 
Max  Muspratt,  has  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Lord  Mayor 
of  Liverpool,  one  of  the  most  interesting  facts  connected 
with  his  eminent  father's  life.  Mr.  Max  Muspratt  is  a 
director  of  the  United  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd..  and  has  done 
good  work  for  the  Government  during  the  war.

Chemical  Weights. — Last  week's  "  Chemical  News  " 
contains  a  reprint  of  a  paper  by  William  Crookes,  F.R.S., 
on  "The  Correct  Adjustment  of  Chemical  Weights," 
which  was  published  in  that  journal  on  April  19,  1867, 
and  is  now  reprinted  at  the  request  of  many  readers. 
It  is  exceedingly  interesting,  and  we  quote  one  of  the 
tables  given  in  it  :

The  author  stated  that  the  deviations  are  not  constant, 
and  he  advised  workers  carefully  to  preserve  the  weights 
after  their  true  value  had  been  ascertained,  adding  that 
no  attempt  should  be  made  to  get  them  more  accurately 
adjusted  by  adding  to  or  removing  portions  of  the  metal, 
and  they  should  not  be  picked  up  with  metal  forceps,  as 
they  suffer  thus  by  wear  and  become  lighter.  The  author  is 
now  one  of  Britain's  oldest  chemists,  and  has  received  many 
distinctions,  including  the  Order  of  Merit.  He  was  in 
close  touch  with  the  C.  <£•  D.  at  the  time  the  paper  was 
first  published.  It  was  worth  reprinting,  and  it  deserves 
the  attention  of  those  who  have  to  do  accurate  weighings.

— It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Edin- 
burgh Chemists'.  Assistants',  and  Apprentices'  Association 
resumes  its  meetings  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
the  evening  of  November  29,  at  eight  o'clock,  when  Mr.

Grant  Boag,  while  Jay  Mack  will  communicate  a  paper 
on  "Wages  and  Profits."  He  is  an  old  Edinburgh  assist- 
ant. This  Association,  now  that  the  Chemists'  Assist- 
ants' Association  of  London  is  under  suspension,  is  the 
oldest  active  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  in  Great 
Britain,  and,  except  a  small  one  in  Cambridge,  the  only 
active  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association.  It  was  founded 
in  1878,  and  we  believe  we  express  the  feelings  of  many 
pharmacists  throughout  the  British  Empire  when  we  say 
that  its  educational  and  elevating  influence  is  one  of  the 
things  that  they  all  look  back  to  with  thankfulness.  We 
dare  say  the  Association  has  had  many  difficulties  to 
encounter,  and  now  that  young  men  in  pharmacy  are 
serving  their  country  in  the  war,  it  is  necessary  that 
those  who  remain  should  do  all  in  their  power  to  support 
the  Association  and  its  officers  during  the  coming  winter. 
The  programme  for  November  29  is  excellent,  and  we 
hope  the  President  and  officers  will  have  a  good  backing.

On  the  12th  inst.,  at  2  Whitehall  Court,  S.W.,  Alderman 
Sir  Walter  Vaughan  Morgan,  Hart.,  in  his  86th  year. 

WE  record  this  death  with  the  deepest  regret. 
Sir  Walter  was  the  oldest  surviving  partner 
of  that  exceptional  fraternal  combination,  Morgan 
Brothers,  who,  as  druggists'  sundriesmen,  hard- 
ware-merchants, Colonial  agents,  and  bankers,  had 
so  much  to  do  with  starting  trade  journalism  in 
the  British  Em- 
pire, being  origina- 
tors, in  1859,  of 
"  The  Ironmonger  " 
and  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist.  The 
history  of  these 
journals  .  was  re- 
lated in  our  Jubilee 
issue,  July  31, 
1909,  on  which 
occasion  we  used 
the  portrait  of  Sir 
Walter  that  is 
placed  here.  It  is 
from  a  Royal 
Academy  painting 
of  him  by  Mr. 
T.  B.  Kennington, 
done  while  he  "was 
Lord  Mayor  of 
London  in  1905-6. 
It  is  an  excellent 
likeness,  and  al- 
though Sir  Walter 
had  been  in  failing 
health  and  had 
taken  little  part  in 
civic  and  public- 
work  during  the 
past  two  years,  the 
portrait  shows  him 
as  he  was  known  to 
many,  especially 
those  connected 
with  Masonic  and 
City  affairs. 

Sir  Walter  Mor- 
gan was  the  sixth 

son  of  Thomas  Morgan,  Glasbury,  and  his 
wife  Marianne,  daughter  of  William  Vaughan, 
Brecon.  He  was  bora  on  May  3,  1831,  and 
on  May  4,  1840,  he  came  as  a  scholar  to 
Christ's  Hospital,  London,  where  he  remained 
until  Easter  Monday,  1846,  his  brother  Sep- 
timus Vaughan  Morgan  being  a  scholar  simul- 
taneously with  him.  He  then  returned  to 
Wales,  was  articled  to  the  National  Provincial 
Bank  of  England,  and  after  his  apprenticeship  he 
•was  sent  to  the  Manchester  branch,  where  he 
advanced  quickly,  and.  by  1855  had  become  chief 
cashier.  He  had  the  intention  of  going  abroad, 
and  left  the  bank  with  t'-at  object,  but  when  he 
came  to  London  his  brothers  William  and  Septi- 
mus, who  had  acquired  the  old-establ'sned  Colonial 
and  sundries  business  of  Edward  Halse,  and  as 
Morgan    &  Rees   were  developing  it  remarkably

well,  quickly  proved  to  him  that  his  banking  know- 
ledge and  financial  abilities  were  wanted  in  the 
business.  So  he  joined  them,  and  the  firm  became 
Morgan  Brothers.  Within  two  years  three  other 
brothers,  Thomas,  Octavius,  and  Edward  (happily 
still  with  us),  joined  the  firm.  A  bunch  of  faggots 
was  their  trade-mark,  and  it  well  represented  their 
principle,   for  while   each  of  them  had  his  own 

department  of  the 
business  to  look 
after,  they  were 
exoellent  and 
severe  critics  of 
each  other,  yet 
stuck  together  well, 
faithfully  carrying 
out  any  decisions 
that  Morgan  Bros 
came  to  at  their 
board  meetings.  So 
Sir  Walter  and  his 
brothers  made  ex- 
cellent business 
progress,  adding  to 
their  City  successes 
the  Morgan  Cru- 
cible Co.,  of  Batter- 
sea. 

Sir  Walter  Mor- 
gan became  a  free- 
man of  the  City  as 
soon  as  he  possibly 
could,  just  as  he 
and  his  brother 
Septimus  became 
supporters  of  their 
old  school,  Christ's 
Hospital,  both  duly 
becoming  Gover- 
nors. Exactly  forty- 
five  years  after 
leaving  the  school 
Walter  was  elected 
Treasurer  of  it. 
This  was  on  Easter 
Monday,  1891. 
"The  Times,"  in 
referring  to  his  work  in  that  capacity,  says  : 

"  Sir  Walter  took  a  notable  part  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  Christ's  Hospital.  The  firstfruits  of 
his  success  in  business  went  to  the  hospital  in 
the  shape  of  5007.  to  qualify  him  as  a  Dona- 
tion Governor  in  1873,  and  his  colleagues  chose 
him  as  one  of  the  Council  of  Almoners  in 
1882.  On  the  setting-up  of  the  new  scheme 
for  the  foundation  on  January  1,  1891,  he  was 
one  of  the  Governors  chosen  for  places  on  the 
new  Council  of  Almoners ;  he  was  then  elected  Trea- 
surer, and  made  his  home  at  the  old  Christopher 
Wren  house,  with  a  bastion  of  the  City  wall  in  its 
basement,  which  was  the  official  residence  of  the 
Treasurers.  But,  though  he  held  office  under  the 
new  scheme,  he  never  ceased  to  speak  his  mind  about 
it,  and  when  he  and  the  late  President,  the  Duke  of 
Cambridge,  who  held  him  in  high  esteem,  were  dis- 
cussing Charity  Commissioners,  there  was  apt  to_  be 
an    entertaining    interchange    of    frank  invective. 
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Indeed,  as  Treasurer  of  the  old  governing  body  (as  well 
as  of  the  new).  Sir  Walter  offered  a  largely  successful 
a-esistance  to  the  efforts  of  the  Charity  Commissioners  to 
obtain  for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  the  school  what  were 
known  as  the  '  excepted  endowments/  " 

In  1892  Sir  Walter  was  elected  an  alderman  for  the 
Ward  of  Cordwainer,  and  in  1900  was  chosen  as  Sheriff  of 
the  City,  serving  with  Sir  Joseph  Lawrence  as  his 
■colleague  during  the  late  Sir  Frank  Green's  mayoralty. 
From  the  commencement  of  his  civic  duties  Sir  Walter 
■was  only  an  occasional  visitor  at  Cannon  Street,  the 
direct  supervison  of  the  journals  being  in  the  hands  of 
.Mr.  Septimus  Morgan,  whose  son,  Mr.  Gwyn  Vaughan 
Morgan,  joined  him  in  the  work  in  1895.  Later  he  and 
his  cousin,  Mr.  Penry  Vaughan  Morgan  (son  of  the  late 
O.  V.  Morgan,  who  was  M.P.  for  Battersea)  became  part- 
ners in  the  firm,  and  the  direction  of  the  business  was  in 
due  course  brought  under  their  control  The  Alderman, 
•on  November  9,  1905,  became  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  and 
"'  The  Times  "  says  of  his  work  in  that  high  office  : 

"  Sir  Walter  was  then  seventy-four  years  of  age,  and  in 
weak  health,  and  it  seemed  a  risky  undertaking ;  but, 
materially  helped  by  his  niece  (Mrs.  Hornby-Steer),  who 
acted  as  Lady  Mayoress,  he  went  through  it  with  success 
.and  without  a  breakdown  in  health.  During  his  term  of 
-office  he  welcomed  the  present  King  and  Queen  (then 
Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales)  at  the  Guildhall  on  their 
return  from  India,  when  the  Prince  made  a  long  and  im- 
portant speech  describing  his  tour.  Among  his  guests  at 
"the  Mansion  House  during  the  year  were  the  burgomasters 
iand  leading  journalists  of  Germany." 

He  entered  on  this  office  as  plain  Mr.  Morgan  and  was 
■created  a  baronet  on  his  retirement ;  and  he  was  also  a 
Knight  of  the  Order  of  the  Saviour  of  Greece,  of  the 
Order  of  St.  Maurice  and  St.  Lazare  of  Italy,  and  of 
the  Rising  Sun  of  Japan,  a  Commander  of  the  Legion  of 
Honour,  and  a  Knight  Commander  of  the  Order  of  St. 
Olav  of  Norway.  Freemasonry  was  his  "  recreation."  He 
•was  Grand  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  in 
1897-98,  and  was  also  past  Grand  Warden.  He  was  for 
years  a  director  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  and  took 
an  active  part  in  Canadian  and  Colonial  affairs.  A  man 
of  remarkable  powers,  especially  in  finance,  Sir  Walter 
Morgan  gave  freely  to  civic,  charitable,  educational, 
Masonic,  and  other  interests  with  which  he  was  con- 
nected. He  was  a  friend  to  many,  and  the  esteem  in 
which  he  was  held  for  his  public  work  was  but  an  echo  of 
the  respect  with  which  he(  was  regarded  in  business.  1 

Funeral  and  Memorial  Services. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  in  All  Saints'  Church 
Finchley  Road,  St.  John's  WTood,  on  Thursday,  at  11  a.m. 
The  congregation  consisted  chiefly  of  Sir  Walter's  rela- 
tions, with  City  associates,  such  as  the  Sheriffs  during  his 
mayoralty,  personal  friends,  and  members  of  the  Cannon 
'Street  staffs.  The  service  was  conducted  by  the  Vicar 
{the  Rev.  W.  H.  Hornby  Steer,  M.A.)  and  his  assistants. 

A  memorial  service  was  held  at  Bow  Church,  Cheap- 
side,  at  half-past  eleven.  This  was  arranged  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  City  authorities,  and  was  attended  by  the 
Lord  Mayor  and  Sheriffs  in  state,  as  well  as  by  many  of 
■Sir  Walter's  City  friends.  The  service,  like  that  at  All 
Saints',  was  most  impressive,  and  a  large  congregation, 
including  many  from  our'  offices,  took  part  in  it.

Howard. — Suddenly,  from  heart-failure,  on  November  14, 
Mr.  David  Howard,' D.L.,  J. P.,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  Chairman 
of  Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  aged  seventy-seven.  Mr.  Howard 
was  travelling  to  business  from  his  residence,  Devon  House, 
Buckhurst  Hill,  to  Ilford  on  Tuesday  morning  as  usual, 
and  when  the  train  was  approaching  George  Lane,  Wood- 
ford, he  suddenly  fell  backward;  his  fellow-passengers 
found  him  to  be  insensible,  and  on  reaching  Snaresbrook 
Station  he  was  removed  from  the  carriage  to  the  platform, 
death  occurring  shortly  aferwards.  Mr.  Howard  had  some- 
times said  that  death  in  harness  would  be  dear  to  him. 
so  his  hope  was  realised.  In  the  passing  he  has  left 
British  chemistry  and  chemical-industry  the  poorer;  there 
is  none  in  them  quite  his  kin,  and  he  leaves  a  record 
altogether  honourable,  this  reflecting  work  and  accom- 
plishment in  the  Church,  in  the  Magistracy,  in  social  better- 
ment, and  in  science.  He  was  a  son  of  Robert  Howard 
and  grandson  of  Luke  Howard,  F.R.S.,  founder  of  the 
historic  business  whose  rise  and  development  were  last  de- 
scribed by  us  on  Anril  25,  1914.  His  brothers.  Colonel  S.  LI. 
Howard  and  Mr.  Theodore  Howard,  were  u!*o  in  the  busi- 
ness, the  first-named  becoming  a  partner  in  1850  and  the 
latter  in  1872,  while  Mr.  David  Howard's  partnership  com- 
menced in  I860.  He  was  the  only  one  of  his  generation 
remaining  in  the  business  when  it  was  incorporated  as 
Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  in  1903,  with  a  capital  of  130,000/.. 
he  being  chairman,  with  his  nephews,  Mr.  A.  G.  Howard 
and  Mr.  G.  Eliot  Howard,  and  his  sons,  Mr.  D.  Lloyd 
Howard  and  Mr.  Bernard  F.  Howard,  as  his  co-directors. 
In  1857  Mr.  David  Howard  entered  his  father's  firm  (then 
Howard  &  Kent)  as  an  apprentice,  and  shortly  after- 
wards became  one  of  the  first  pupils  of  Hofmann 
at  the  Royal  College  of  Chemistry  In  Oxford  Street, 
London.  This  was  always  a  reminiscent  period  in  Mr. 
Howard's  life,  as  it  has  been  to  practically  all  who  had  the 
privilege  of  participating  in  what  was  virtually  a  new  era  of 
chemistry.  In  his  first  communication  to  the  Chemical 
Society,  in  1871,  Mr.  Howard  acknowledged  his  indebted- 
ness to  two  workers  in  the  College  for  combustions  of  a 
cinchona  alkaloid,  which  was  the  subject  of  the  communi- 
cation. By  that  time  Mr.  Howard  had  relieved  his  uncle, 
John  Eliot  Howard,  of  the  supervision  of  the  cinchona - 
analysis  laboratory,  and  the  Chemical  Society  paper  was 
the  forerunner  of  manv  investigations  regarding  cinchona 
alkaloids,  which  made  him  one  of  the  world's  experts  in  the 
subject.  To  his  knowledge  we  owe  many  of  the  improve- 
ments on  our  Pharmacopoeia  quinine-monographs.  He 
became  a  Fellow  of  the  Chemical  Society  in  1870.  a  member 
of  the  Council  in  1875,  and  Vice-President  in  1886,  filling 
both  offices  on  other  occasions.  He  was  a  founder  of  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry  (1877)  and  a  member  of  the  first. 
Council.  Treasurer  from  1885  to  1903,  a  Censor  on  several 
occasions.  President  in  1903-6,  and  thereafter  Vice-Pre- 
sident for  three  years.  Similarly  he  was  an  original  member 
of  the  Societv  of  Chemical  Industry,  was  Chairman  of  the 
London  Section,  a  member  of  the  Publication  Committee 
and  of  the  Council,  and  President  of  the  Society  in  1886-87. 
He  was  also  for  some  years  Chairman  of  the  Chemical 
Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  for 
nearly  six  decades  was  one  of  the  leaders  in  chemical  and 
drug-trade  movements  in  the  Metropolis,  a-  man  whose 
word  always  carried  wpight,  for  the  twofold  reason  that 
he  was  a  scion  of  an  historic  family  of  technical  chemists, 
and  himself  gifted  in  affairs  and  speech.  His  association 
with  pharmacy  was  chieflv  that  of  a  manufacturer  of  phar- 
maceutical chemicals,  and  when  he  delivered  the  inaugural 
sessional  address  to  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  Bloomsbury 
Square,  on  October  5,  1910,  he  recalled  the  fact  thnt  his 
father  and  uncle  took  the  keenest  interest  in  the  foundation 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  paid  tribute  to  phar- 
macy then,  especially  emphasising  the  fact  that  the  founders 
of  modern  chemistry  were  pharmacists.    But  Mr.  Howard's 
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interests  were  many,  and  his  work  for  everything  that 
he  took  a  hand  in  was  thorough  and  unremitting.  He  was 
one  of  the  Church  of  England's  hard-working  laymen. 
He  was  founder  of  the  movement  for  moral  rectitude  in 
buying  and  selling  which  culminated  in  the  Bribery  and 
Corruption  Act.  He  actively  participated  in  the  League 
that  has  maintained  this  Act,  and  one  of  his  most  recent 
public  appearances   was  when  he  presided  at   its  annual

meeting.  Mr.  Howard  was  one  of  the  most  fascinating 
public  speakers,  his  beautiful  language  being  uttered  in  a 
charming  voice,  and  it  was  tinctured  with  humour,  and 
an  occasional  spice  of  gentle  sarcasm,  that  delighted  even 
those  whom  the  latter  touched.  Essentially  he  was  a  man 
of  a  long  generat'on,  who  stood  out  from  all  others — him- 
self, David  Howard,  a  man  ripe  in  age  and  full  of  honours, 
by  whom  his  fallow-men  have  benefited.  The  funeral  will 
take  place  at  St.  John's  Church,  Buckhurst  Hill,  on  Satur- 
day, November  18,  at  three  o'clock.  It  is  particularly 
reqested  that  no  flowers  should  be  sent.

Doctor  Removed  from  Panel. 

Tho  findings  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  held  at  the 
office  of  the  National  Health  Insurance  Commission  on. 
October  9  and  23  (C.  &  D.,  October  14,  p.  45,  and  Octo- 
ber 28,  p.  49),  with  regard  to  the  continuance  on  the  Leeds 
panel  of  Dr.  Edmond.  Heskin,  have  been  promulgated.  Tho 
Committee  is  satisfied  that  the  continuance  of  Dr.  Heskin 
on  tho  medical  list  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  medical  service  of  tho  insured,  and  have  directed 
that  his  name  be  removed  from  the  list.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  tho  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  C.  H.  Hacking,  chemist  and  druggist,  Copy 
Nook,  from  the  panel  was  accepted.  A  report  on  military 
service  and  panel  chemists  was  received. 

Bristol.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on, 
November  6,  .the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  reported 
that  they  have  been  unable  to  agree  with  the  Military 
Representatives  regarding  the  indispensability  of  certain 
panel  chemists,  and  the  matter  has  been  referred  to  the 
Commissioners.  A  case  was  mentioned  where  every  assistant 
had  enlisted,  and  another  where  thirty-four  assistants  had 
joined  the  Forces.  In  the  first  case  the  proprietor  was  ill 
from  overwork,  and  the  shop  had  to  be  closed  for  six  weeks ; 
in  the  other  case  the  one  man  retained  was  regarded  as- 
essential. 

Bucks.— Tho  Insurance  Committee  at  their  last  meeting 
adopted  a  recommendation  by  tho  Panel  Committee  to> 
surcharge  certain  practitioners  for  excessive  prescribing. 

Bury. -At  the  meeting  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  on  November  7,  statistics  were  received  from 
the  Prescription-pricing  Bureau.  For  the  first  six  months" 
the  average  price  of  the  ingredients  per  prescription  was 
2.19(7.,  and  of  dispensing-fees  2.67(7.  A  report  was  received 
regarding  military  service  and  panel  chemists.  The  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  has  applied  for  permission  to  dis- 
continue the  chemists'  rota  which  has  been  formed  for 
Sunday  and  Tuesday  evenings. 

Berby.  Returns  relating  to  the  work  of  the  North  Mid- 
land Pricing  Bureau  were  laid  before  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee at  their  meeting  on  Wednesday  evening.  The  sum- 
mary for  the  borough  for  the  period  ended  March  31 
showed  that  the  cost  of  the  ingredients  in  the  prescriptions 
was  509/.  14s.  5d.,  and  the  dispensing-fee  3387.  4s.  9d.  The 
number  of  prescriptions  was  31.481,  and  the  average  cost 
6.47(7.  The  prescriptions  priced  by  the  Bureau  had  been 
checked  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  it  was  found" 
that  the  percentage  of  errors  against  the  Bureau  had 
decreased  from  1.30  in  January  to  0.37  in  July.  The  pre- 
"iminary  estimate  of  the  expenditure  of  the  Bureau  for 
1917,  based  on  1.907,000  prescriptions  (not  forms),  was. 
1,680?.,    working   out  at  17s.  7.4(7.  per  thousand.    In  the- 
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course  of  a  discussion  on  a  proposed  reduction  of  doctors' 
surgery-hours,  which  was  not  sanctioned,  Mr.  W.  Elmitt 
mentioned  that  in  consequence  of  the  revision  by  the  Home 
Secretary  of  the  original  Order  for  the  early  closing  of 
■shops,  the  chemists  of  the  town  had  rescinded  their  reso- 
lution to  close  at  7  p.m.,  and  are  keeping  their  establish- 
ments open  until  7.30,  as  formerly. 

Dorset.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  the 
Finance  Committee  reported  that  chemists'  accounts  for  the 
past  quarter  amounted  to  549^.  2s.  2d.,  the  largest  account 
being  35/.  lis.  2d.,  and  the  smallest  Is.  2d. .  The  Committee 
has  received  the  credits  for  1915,  and  it  is  hoped  to  dis- 
tribute the  balances  of  chemists''  accounts  shortly. 

Essex.— A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee

•chair.  The  following  alterations  in  the  panel  of  chemists 
were  reported :  Addition  :  Mr.  A.  Moyse,  Woodford.

10  Parade,  Leytonstone ;  G.  W.  Worfolk.  Great  Bardfield. 
A  vote  of  deep  sympathy  was  passed  with  Mr.  E.  H. 
Slater  (Epping).  a  member  of  the  Committee,  on  the  death 
of  ,-his  wife.  The  result  of  ballot,  ensuring  an  adequate 
service,  was  announced.  It  was  decided  to  endeavour  to 
try  and  induce  chemists  in  one  or  two  rural  areas,  at 
present  in  the  hands  of  medical  men,  to  accept  service. 
The  report  of  the  Central  Checking  Bureau  was  discussed 
and  adopted.  The  new  Essex  Formulary  having  been 
issued  with  a  covering  letter,  which  stated  that  through 
'the  kindness  of  the  Essex  Insurance  Committee  the  book  was 
forwarded,  it  was  felt  that  a  wrong  impression  would  be 
conveyed  by  such  wording.  It  was  decided,  therefore,  to 
bring  the  notice  of  both  Insurance  and  Panel  Committees 
to  this  accompanying  letter,  inasmuch  as  the  Insurance 
Committee  has  been  and  is  still  a  strong  opponent  of  stock 
mixtures,  this  time  included  in  the  Formulary.  It  was 
decided  to  co-opt  two  chemists  to  fill  vacancies  upon  the 
Committee  caused  by  the  non-attendance  of  two  members. 

London.'- A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
■was  held  at  Bank  Chambers,  High  Holborn,  W.C..  on 
November  14,  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish  in  the  chair.  Among 
the  matters  reported  by  the  Secretary  was  the  question  of 
the  abbreviation  of  prescriptions,  about  which  a  circular  is 
•to  be  issued.  Chemists  are  also  to  be  reminded  of  the 
importance  of  submitting  their  accounts  promptly.  The 
report  of  the  Conference  between  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee and  the  Insurance  Committee  on  the  arrangements 
for  1917  was  received  and  adopted.  The  report  indicated 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  took  the  opportunity  of 
making  representations  on  the  question  of  stock  mixtures, 
"  rep.  mist.,"  and  the  eight-o'clock  Closing  Order.  The 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  forward  a  resolution  to  the  In- 
surance Committee  for  their  consideration  on  the  question 
of  the  phai'maceutical  service  and  the  incidence  of  the 
Home  Office  Closing-  Order  at  8  p.m.  It  was  also  decided  to 
communicate  with  the  Panel  Committee  on  the  same  subject. 

Middlesex.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee, held  on  November  8.  the  chair  was  taken  by  Mr. 
H.  E.  Clement.  A  resolution  received  from  the  Thames 
Valley  Association,  expressing  dissatisfaction  with  the 
result  of  the  negotiations  conducted  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  the  matter  of  Insurance  dispensing,  was  directed 
to  be  sent  to  the  Society.  The  result  of  the  ballot  on  the 
question  of  remaining  on  the  panel  was  then  communi- 
cated ;  only  seven  chemists  had  decided  to  go  off  the 
panel,  and  of  these  three  were  terminating  their  agree- 
ments for  other  reasons  than  dissatisfaction  with  the  terms 
proposed.  A  resolution  from  the  North  London  Associa- 
tion, in  favour  of  general  closing  at  eight  o'clock,  was 
directed  to  be  sent  to  the  various  district  Associations  for 
•consideration.  The  report  from  the  Prescription-checking 
Department  stated  that,  the  number  of  Middlesex  scripts 
-received  at  the  South-Eastern  Pricing  Office  for  the  month 
of  September  was  52,728,  and  the  average  cost  per  script 
■was  6.8rf.,  or  a  slight  increase  on  that  for  the  previous 
month.  In  regard  to  the  October  pricing  and  checking, 
which  is  now  in  progress,  it  is  found  that  stock  mixtures 
show  a  tendency  to  increase,  and  studied  economy  in  pre- 
scribing continues  to  be  evident.  Copies  of  the  new 
Middlesex  Formulary  have  been  sent  by  the  Pane)  Com- 
mittee to  all  chemists  on  the  panel,  and  would  rearulate  the 
future  pricing  of  prescriptions.  A  further  analysis  of  the 
figures  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  present  year  shows 
that,  after  taking  into  account  the  increased  establishment- 
charge  allowance  of  Q.7>d.  per  prescription,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  make    a  further    addition   of  approximately 

11  per  cent,  to  bring  this  year's  cayments  urj  to  the  1915 
level.  There  is  a  considerable  reduction  in  tfce  Middlesex 
ehemists'  gross  profits  under  the  existing  Tariff;  the  prices 
fixed  for  certain  apnliances  are  too  low.  Establishment- 
charges  of  chemists'  businesses  continue  to  increase. 


Preston.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  November  8.  the  minutes  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  stated  that  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to 
consider  the  question  of  earlier  closing  of  chemists'  shops 
in  consequence  of  the  lighting  restrictions  reported  they 
had  met  representatives  of  Panel  and  pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees, and  the  .following  hours  of  closing  had  been  agreed 
to :  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  8  p.m.  ; 
Saturday.  9  p.m. 

Sussex  (E.).— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  November  7.  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  recom- 
mended payments  to  chemists  of  the  balances  due  for  the 
June  and  September  quarters.    The  report  was  agreed  to. 

SCOTLAND. 

Drug:  Accounts — With  the  object  of  enabling  the  Cen- 
tral Checking  Bureau  'to  undertake  the  systematic  check  of 
prescriptions  Insurance  Committees  are  to  instruct  chemists 
to  see  that  the  following  points  are  given  effect  to  before 
prescriptions  are  sent  in  : 

1.  To  give,  in  the  case  of  any  special  proscription,  the  maker's 
name  and  the  net  cost  price  of  the  article. 

2.  To  note  the  number  when  lozenges,  tablets,  etc.,  are  ordered 
by  weight,  or,  in  the  case  of  non-Tariff  articles,  the  weight  when 
ordered  by  number. 

3.  To  state  the  weight  supplied  when  lint,  wool,  etc.,  are  ordered 
by  length,  also  the  measure  when  oiled  silk,  oiled  cambric,  and 
G.P.  tissue  are  ordered  by  weight. 

4.  To  fill  in  the  quantity  supplied  when  syrup  or  mucilage  is 
ordered  "  q(uantum)  s(uffieit)  "  or  in  similar  instances. 

5.  To  indicate  the  interpretation  adopted  by  the  dispenser  in 
regard  to  any  doubtful  points  in  a  prescription. 

6.  To  send  A.  Forms  and  A.  Forms  only  to  the  Bureau.  It  has 
been  observed  that  in  a  number  of  cases  B.  Forms  and  even  C. 
Forms  have  been  forwarded. 


Note?. 

Supply  of  Medicine  to  Insured  Persons. — A  London 
chemist,  whose  name  was  not  disclosed,  gave  evidence  on 
November  14  before  the  (Unofficial)  Commission  of  Investi- 
gation into  the  Working  of  the  National  Insurance  Acts. 
He  stated  that  doctors  are  compelled,  owing  to  the  limit 
of  the  Drug  Fund  and  to  the  fact  that  insured  persons 
always  demand  medicines,  to  prescribe  valueless  drugs.  He 
said  that  60  per  cent,  of  the  prescriptions  are  humbug.

Christmas  and  Early  Closing. 
The  Home  Secretary  intimated  on  Tuesday,  iNoyem- 
ber  14,  that  an  extension  of  hours,  under  the  new  Early- 
closing  Order,  will  be  authorised  during  the  Christmas 
holidays,  but  he  has  not  yet  received  the  views  of  tho 
local  authorities  whom  he  has  consulted.  The  decision  will 
be  announced  in  good  time! 

Syrolit. 

Mr.  Runciman's  attention  is  being  directed  to  the  new 
British  industry  of  syrolit,  in  connection  with  the  manu- 
facture of  combs,  etc.,  and  the  right  hon.  gentleman  is 
being  asked  whether  he  is  aware  that  it  has  taken  the  place 
of  a  German  importation — galolith — and  whether  care  will 
be  taken  that  the  new  industry  will  not  be  destroyed  after 
the  war  by  the  bounty-fed  products  of  Germany. 

Pharmacists  and  the  Early-closing  Order. 
Mr.  Charles  Roberts,  M.P..  informed  Mr.  Yeo.  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  November  9,  that  he  is  not  aware 
that  the  new  Early-closing  -  Order,  which  specifically  pro- 
vides for  the  case  of  the  supply  of  medicines,  etc.,  involves 
any  material  disturbance  of  the  present  dispensing  ser- 
vice for  insured  persons.  If  the  hon.  member  would 
inform  him  of  any  particular  case  of  difficulty  which  he 
has  in  mind  he  will  make  inquiries.  (See  C.  &  D.,  Novem- 
ber 11,  p.  47.) 

Secret  Chemical  Frocesses. 
A.s  bearing  upon  the  representations  recently  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Munitions  by  theAssociation  of  British  Chemi- 
cal Manufacturers,  it  may  be. stated  that  Dr.  Addison,  in 
reply  to  a  further  question  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
November  14.  intimated  that  full  opportunity  is  given  to 
inventors  to  demonstrate  those  inventions  submitted  to  the 
Inventions  Department  of  the  Ministry  which  appear,  after 
full  consideration  of  the  advantages  claimed,  to  be  of 
military  value.  These  inventions  are  not  vised  by  persons 
who  .are  in  any  way  rivals  or  competitors.  This  system 
has  obtained  without  modification  since  the  formation  of 
the  Department  in  1915. 
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T.N.T.  Poisoning. 

It  was  announced  by  the  Home  Office  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  Tuesday  that  the  number  of  deaths  from 
T.N.T.  poisoning  for  the  six  months  ended  October  31 
was  forty-one.  It  was  impossible  to  say  how  many  of  these 
were  caused  by  inhalation  of  fumes,  and  there  is  no  reason 
to  suppose  that  absorption  through  the  skin  is  the  chief 
danger,  as  there  may  be  absorption  of  poison  by  both 
channels  in  the  same  case. 

Dr.  Addison  also  announced  that  a  Committee  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Ministry  of  Munitions  to  examine  the 
problems  arising  out  of  T.N.T.  poisoning.    Its  recommenda- 
tions, so  far  made,  have  been  adopted,  and  are  in  offect. 
Moephia  and  Cocaine. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Thursday,  November  16, 
Mr.  Theodore  Taylor,  M.P.  for  Radclift'e  (N.E.  Lanes), 
asked  the  Foreign  Office  what  Powers  have  signed  the 
Protocol  opened  at  the  Hague  after  the  Opium  Conference 
in  1914 ;  whether  the  Department  has  received  informa- 
tion as  to.  the  smuggling  of  morphia  from  Japan  into 
Manchuria  and  China,  and  whether  morphia  manufac- 
tured in  Great  Britain  is  exported  in  largo  quantities  to 
Japan.  The  hon.  member  is  also  asking  the  Board  of 
Trade  the  amount  and  value  of  British-made  morphia 
exported  abroad  during  the  last  three  years,  and  the  desti- 
nations, and  whether  the  amount  of  cocaine  exported  in 
1915  was  larger  than  in  any  previous  year. 

Mr.  Runciman  said  in  the  year  1915,  17,647  oz.  of  British- 
made  cocaine  was  exported  from  the  United  Kingdom  to 
various  destinations.  These  exports  were  greater  than  in 
any  year  since  1911.  The  other  question  in  regard  to 
morphine  was  not  reached. 

The  Cocaine  Inquiet. 

The  Home  Secretary  announced,  in  reply  to  Mr.  P.  W. 
Raffan,  M.P.,  on  November  14,  that  the  members  of  the 
Departmental  Committee  to  consider  whether  supplies  of 
cocaine  are  to  continue  to  be  available  for  dental  purposes 
would  be:  The  Right  Hon.  Charles  Hobhouse,  M.P.  (Chair- 
man), Mr.  Stanley  Baldwin,  M.P.,  Professor  Bayliss.  Mr. 
James  O'Grady,  M.P..  and  his  Honour  Judge  Ruegg.  The 
terms  of  reference  t  othe  Committee  will  be  to  consider 
the  authorisations  granted  for  the  use  of  cocaine  in  den- 
tistry, and  to  advise  whether  or  not  they  should  be  con- 
tinued or  modified,  and,  if  continued,  in  what  cases  and 
with  what  conditions.  On  this  being  announced,  Mr.  J.  M. 
Hogge  asked:  "Will  the  use  of  cocaine  by  the  unregistered 
dentists  be  allowed  to  continue  until  the  Committee  present-, 
its  report?    To  this  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel  replied,  "Yes." 

Mr.  Raffan  asked  whether  it  is  quite  clear  that  under  the 
terms  of  reference  inquiry  can  be  made  as  to  whether  the 
use  of  cocaine  should  be  continued  to  registered  dentists 
as  well  as  to  undegistered  dental  practitioners. 

Mr.  Herbert  Samuel :  Yes. 

When  Does  Medical  Benefit  Begin? 
In  reply  to  Mr.  Yeo's  question  as  to  panel  doctors  not 
being  informed  when  insured  persons  become  entitled  to 
Medical  Benefit,  and  if  prescriptions  given  by  the  doctor  to 
such  persons  are  paid  for  out  of  the  Drug  Fund,  Mr.  Charles 
Roberts^  stated  on  November  9  that  it  is  not  possible  within 
the  limits  of  an  answer  to  a  Parliamentary  question  to 
deal  adequately  with  the  hon.  member's  several  points, 
which  involve  the  whole  of  the  large  question  of  Health 
Insurance  finance.  The  matter  has,  however,  only  quite 
recently  been  the  subject  of  discussion  in  detail  between 
the  Commissioners  and  representatives  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession. He  was  sending  the  hon.  member  a  copy  of  a 
pamphlet  which  had  been  prepared  at  the  request  of  those 
representatives  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  misappre- 
hension. 

Methods  of  German  .Dye-makers. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  November  14,  Sir  W.  Byles 
M.P.,  asked  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain  t6  state  how'  if  the 
native  source  of  supply  of  natural  indigo  is  most  important 
the  interests  can  be  looked  after  by  the  expert  Committee 
as  at  present  constituted;  whether  it  is  proved  that  not 
oU  per  cent,  of  the  users  of  natural  indigo  dye  can  u=e 
and  consequently  do  not  purchase  it  in  the  form  persisted 
in  by  the  Indian  manufacturers;  and  whether,  therefore 
the  German  dye-makers'  method  of  bringing  a  direct  con- 
nection between  maker  and  user  is  not  essential  to  the 
success  of  the  effort  to  revive  this  industry  .--Mr.  Chamber- 
lain replied  that  if  the  investigations  are  successful  it  is 
thought  they  will  serve  the  interests  of  growers  and  manu- 
facturers equallv  with  those  of  Behar  Provinces  The 
fact  that  natural  indigo  is  at  present  put' on  the' market 
in  an  unsuitable  form  ,s  the  main  reason  for  the  present 
scheme  of  research,  which,  if  successful,  will  p  o  d  I 
practical  remedy.  '  1     vme  a

The  German  Drug=trade. 

A  trade  report  issued  by  a  well-known  Berlin  firm  of 
wholesale  druggists  endeavours  to  put  a  good  face  on 
the  state  of  the  drug-business  in  Germany.  It  admits 
that  trade  in  pharmaceutical  and  technical  drugs  and 
chemicals  is  very  limited,  and  only  on  behalf  of  the  Army 
have  large  quantities  been  sold.  Supplies  of  all  kinds, 
however,  are  ample  to  meet  home  demands,  and  it  notes 
with  satisfaction  that  Germany  is  exporting  large  quantities 
of  drugs  and  chemicals  to  allied  and  neutral  countries, 
although  for  more  than  two  years  imports  have  practically 
ceased.  The  German  military  authorities  are  supply- 
ing civilians  in  occupied  territories  with  medicines 
because  "  it  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  army  if  they  were 
obliged  to  live  among  people  suffering  from  disease  and 
lacking  medicines."  As  to  exports,  the  authorities  exer- 
cise the  greatest  cai'e  in  seeing  that  large  stocks  exist 
before  permission  is  given.  The  wet  weather  and  scarcity 
of  labour  have  led  to  poor  herb-crops  being  gathered,  and 
prices  are  very  high.  Imports  of  drugs  from  Russia,  Italy, 
Spain,  and  Japan  cannot  be  had,  while  Austria-Hungary 
has  also  prohibited  exports  of  drugs  and  medicines,  except 
in  very  small  quantities.  Features  of  the  markets  are  as 
follows  : 

Acetic  Acid  is  not  to  be  had  from  makers,  but  it  is 
expected  that  they  will  resume  manufacture  shortly. 

Aloes  (Cape). — The  stocks  are  extremely  small";  other 
drugs  have  had  to  be  used  as  substitutes. 

Citric  and  Tartaric  Acids  are  little  inquired  for.  The 
cold  weather  and  the  scarcity  of  sugar  account  for  the  lack 
of  demand. 

Formaldehyde  is  only  delivered  to  the  Army,  so  that  it 
is  almost  unobtainable  in  commerce. 

Fruit-syrups  can  no  longer  be  made  with  sugar,  so  that 
saccharin  and  substitutes  have  to  be  used. 

Glycerin. — The  substitute  "  Perkagiycerin  "  appears  to 
do  well,  and  is  asked  for  in  large  quantities. 

Glycerophosphates  have  advanced  by  about  25  per  cent. 

Lithium  Salts  have  advanced  by  about  m.10  per  kilo., 
and  a  further  advance  is  expected. 

Menthol  is  10  per  cent,  lower. 

Mercury  and  Mercurials  remain  very  high. 

Milk-sugar  has  to  be  used  with  the  greatest  of  economy, 
as  the  makers  can  only  deliver  small  lots,  and  do  not 
book  contracts. 

Opium,  Codeine,  and  Morphine.— The  stocks  of  opium  in 
Germany  are  sufficiently  large.  The  new  crop  has  not 
yielded  as  much  as  expected,  and  suffers  from  the  war  in 
Anatolia  and  the  Balkans.  An  advance' in  opium  and 
opium-products  is  therefore  expected.

Sale  of  Formamint  Tablets. 

Sir,— With  reference  to  your  note  as  to  Formamint  labels 
in  your  Trade  Notes  of  November  4,  we  rather  fear  that 
Messrs.  Waide  &  Sons  are  in  error  in  thinking  that 
chemists  will  be  allowed  to  use  an  exact  facsimile  of  the 
original  label.  A  very  prominent  trade-marks  solicitor's 
views  have  been  taken  on  this  matter,  and  his  considered 
opinion  is  that,  although  the  sale  of  Wulfing's  business  to 
Lord  Rhondda  does  not  prevent  anyone  using  the  word 
Formamint.  yet  "  the  manufacturer,  when  putting  the 
goods  on  the  market,  should  make  it  clear  to  the  public 
that  the  goods  are  not  the  original  Sanatogen  or  Forma- 
mint previously  manufactured  by  Wulfing."  This  is  not 
only  the  legal  view,  but  obviously  it  is  the  eommonsense 
view  also,  since  the  option  of  using  the  original  label  if 
desired  should  pass  to  the  purchaser  of  the  business.  There 
is  one  other  noint  to  which  we  would  like  to  call  attention, 
and  that  is  the  fact  that  the  P.J.F.  formula  No'.  7497  will 
not  exempt  the  article  from  starej>dutv.  since  it  is  not  a 
genuine  disclosure  of  formula.  The  recipe  gives  "Forma- 
mint 10  grains."  and  it  was  because  the  Revenue  authorities- 
had  pointed  out  to  them  the  fact  that  there  was  no  definite 
chemical  bodv  known  as  "Formamint.''  and  that  Forma- 
mint was  a  proprietary  article,  that  Wulfing  &  Co.  were 
compelled  to  abandon  the  practice  of  selling  Formamint 
tablets  unstamped.      It  therefore  follows  that  even  if  the 
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Jabels  make  it  clear  that  the  tablets  are  not  manufactured 
by  Wulfing  or  their  successors,  difficulties  with  the  Board 
of  Customs  and  Excise  will  arise  if  P.J.F.  No.  7497  is  used. 
There  is  consequently  a  double  reason  why  chemists  should 
consider  well  the  advisability  of  issuing  the  labels  offered 
by  this  enterprising  firm  of  printers,  who  have,  apparently, 
acted  with  the  best  of  intentions,  but  without  due  con- 
sideration as  to  the  consequences  probably  resulting  to 
chemists  who  use  these  labels.

Fairchild  Scholarship  and  Prizes. 

Sir, — Owing  to  the  fact  that  male  apprentices,  who  would 
probably  be  applicants  for  the  Fairchild  Scholarship  and 
Prizes,  have  been  called  to  the  Colours,  and  the  student 
to  whom  the  1916-17  scholarship  was  awarded  has  also, 
for  a  similar  reason,  been  compelled  to  postpone  his  course 
of  study  until  the  war  is  over,  the  Trustees  have  con- 
sidered the  question  which  has  in  consequence  arisen — 
namely.  Is  it  desirable  to  hold  the  1917  examination  ?  It 
has  been  found  that  during  the  past  six  months  inquiries 
in  regard  to  the  Scholarship  and  Prizes  have  not  been  so 
numerous  as  hitherto,  and  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the 
war  conditions  are  solely  the  cause  of  this.  At  all  events, 
the  Trustees  have  very  carefully  considered  the  whole 
matter,  and  they  have  independently,  yet  unanimously, 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  examination  for  the  Scholar- 
ship and  Prizes  should  not  be  held  in  1917.  It  has  also 
been  decided  that  some  arrangement  should  be  made  in 
order  that  those  who  are  with  the  Colours,  and  who  would 
he  eligible  for  the  1917  scholarship,  may.  if  they  so  desire, 
be  admitted  to  an  examination  after  the  war.  It  is  our 
wish  that  all  who  may  be  preparing  for  the  scholarship 
will  continue  the  work,  a.nd  that  .others  mav  .do  the  same. —

Venereal  Disease  and  Pharmacy. 

Sie, — In  your  recent  short  article  on  '"  The  Venereal 
Trend  "  you  appear  to  labour  under  a  misapprehension. 
The  proposed  Bill  is  not  designed  to  take  from  chemists 
or  druggists  anything  which  legitimately  pertains  to  their 
trade  and  profession — namely,  the  dispensing  or  selling  of 
medicines  prescribed  by  those  who  are  qualified  to  prescribe. 
It  is  designed  to  prevent  the  treatment  of  disease  and  the 
prescription  of  medicine  by  those  who  are  qualified  neither 
to  treat  nor  prescribe.  It  must  be  remembered  that  pre- 
scription and  treatment  become  a  public  danger  unless 
limited  to  those  who  are  qualified  to  diagnose  disease.  An 
erroneous  diagnosis  will  lead  to  erroneous  prescription  and 
general  disaster.  The  whole  question  is  one  of  qualifica- 
tion, and  the  responsible  druggist  or  chemist  (himself 
qualified  to  dispense  or  analyse)  will  feel  no  jealousy  when 
medical  practitioners  seek  to  restrict  to  their  own  pro- 
fession the  prescribing  and  treatment  for  which  their  five 
to  seven  years'  scientific  and  hospital  training  has  qualified 
them.  Druggists  need  to  bear  in  mind  that  no  one  can 
diagnose  or  prescribe  who  has  not  the  requisite  physio- 
logical and  medical  training  extending  over  many  years, 
of  which  the  seal  and  sanction  is  a  medical  diploma.  The 
qualified  dispenser,  therefore,  who  steps  out  of  his  legiti- 
mate chemical  sphere  to  encroach,  however  slightly,  on  the 
sphere  of  the  medical  practitioner  becomes,  ipso  facto,  a 
quack,  by  which  term  is  meant  someone  who  encroaches 
on  a  sphere  in  which  he  has  no  registrable  qualification. 
This  may  seem  a  hard  word ;  but  it  is  written  in  no  spirit 
of  jealousy,  for  I  am  neither  a  medical  practitioner  nor  a 
pharmacist— I  am  a  certificated  science  teacher  and  secretary 
to  a  scientific  institution,  and  my  position  of  detachment 
gives_  me,  perhaps,  the  right  to  interpose  a  friendly  word 
in  this  controversy  between  two  bodies  of  qualified  workers, 
for  both  of  whom  I  have  a  high  regard.  [The  writer  then 
goes  on  to  express  on  both  sides  of  the  paper  his  views  on 
quackery  and  professional  qualifications.  He  concludes:] 
To  stand  for  vested  interests  at  the  expense  of  the  public 
health  is  a  course  which.  I  know,  would  never  receive 
support  from  the  pharmaceutical  profession.  Let  us,  by  all 
means,  stand  for  the  great  principle  of  qualification,"  and 
guard  those  rights  which  are  specifically  justified  by  the 
scope  of  training  and  examination.  And  let  us.  finally, 
support  rather  than  criticise  other  professions  when  they 
seek  to  prevent  even  well-meaniner  encroachment  on  their 
sphere  by  those  _  whose  qualifications  are  of  a  different 
nature  and  for  different  purposes. — Yours  faithfully.

Legal  Queries. 

The  majority  of  difficulties  in  regard  to  trade  law  are  explained! 
in  the  legal  section  of  "  The  Chemist  and  Drug-gist  Diary," 
1916,  beginning:  on  page  341. 


R.A.M.C.  (131/26).— You  are  entitled  to  apply  for  mili- 
tary exemption  yourself,  but  if  your  employers  do  not 
support  your  application  you  are  not  likely  to  obtain 
exemption.  You  may  take  another  situation  if  you  can 
get  it. 

W.  E.  M.  (130/27).— The  Home  Secretary's  Earlier-closing 
Order  does  not  change  the  Shops  Act  conditions  as  regards 
the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances 
as  set  forth  in  the  G.  <£,■  D.  Diary,  pp.  363-4.  The  Home 
Secretary  has  changed  the  phraseology  to  "  the  sale  of 
medicines  or  medical  or  surgical  appliances,"  and  has 
altered  the  closing-hours,  also  requiring  each  shop  to  bo 
shut,  and  dark  when  no  customers  for  these  commodities  are 
in  it  after  closing-hours ;  but,  as  was  pointed  out  in  our 
issue  of  October  28,  p.  46,  there  have  been  convictions 
under  the  Shops  Act  for  selling  medicines  and  toilet-articles 
during  closing-hours,  and  these  decisions  cover  all  vendors, 
whether  registered  chemists  or  not.  Sanitary  towels,  dust- 
ing-powder for  babies,  soothers,  bottle-teats,  and  aerated 
waters  are  outside  the  exemptions  definition,  as  also  are 
meat  extracts,  and,  unless  it  can  be  proved  that  any  of 
these  articles  is  required  in  a  case  of  illness,  it  is  illegal 
for  anybody  to  sell  them  during  closing-hours.  This  has 
been  the  law  since  March  29,  1912. 

31.  P.  S.  (105/8)  owns  a  chemist's  business  in  connection 
with  which  there  is  an  optical  branch  under  the  manage- 
ment of  his  wife,  who.  is  a  qualified  optician.  So  far  as 
liability  to  income-tax  is  concerned,  would  it  be  to  his 
advantage  to  allow  his  wife  to  carry  on  the  branch  separ- 
ately in  her  own  name  or  for  her  to  continue  to  manage  ifc 
at  a  salary  ?  [We  are  of  opinion  that  in  the  circumstances 
it  is  immaterial  how  the  branch  is  conducted,  since  the 
incomes  of  our  subscriber  and  his  wife  must  be  treated  as 
one  for  purposes  of  income-tax  assessment,  abatement,  and 
allowances.  If  the  joint  income  of  a  husband  and  wife 
does  not  exceed  5Q0/.,  and  part  of  that' income  accrues  from 
a  business  carried  on  by  means  of  the  wife's  own  personal 
labour,  and  the  remaining  income  includes  the  profits  of  a 
business  carried  on  by  the  husband  and  unconnected  with 
the  wife's  business,  then  the  income  of  the  wife  derived 
from  her  business  mav  be  regarded  feparately,  and  both 
husband  and  wife  will  be  entitled  to  claim  abatement  or 
exemption.  We  think,  however,  that  even  if  the  joint, 
income  of  our  subscriber  and  his  wife  does  not  exceed 
500/.  the  income-tax  authorities  would  not.  regard  the  optical 
branch  as  being  a  separate  business  carried  on  by  the  wife.] 
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Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 


West-End  (126/67).— Distinguishing  Cane  and  Beet 
Sugar. — Well-refined  specimens  of  sugar  from  beet  and 
cane  are  indistinguishable  by  physical  tests,  although  raw- 
beet  sugar  is  not  difficult  to  detect  from  its  unpleasant 
odour.  The  two  sugars  are  distinguished  by  the  chemical 
composition  of  their  ash.  Beet  sugar  only  contains  about 
0.24  per  cent,  of  phosphates,  against  2.9  per  cent,  in  the 
ash  of  cane  sugar.  This  is  due  to  the  use  of  excess  of 
lime  in  the  early  stage  of  the  extraction  of  sugar  from 
beet  and  subsequent  precipitation  by  carbon  dioxide. 
Sodium  salts  are  also  present  in  beet  sugar  to  a  much 
larger  proportion  than  in  cane  sugar. 

E.  M.  (124/73). — The  formula  for  ordinary  luminous 
paint  was  last  given  in  the  C.  &  V.,  June  24,  p.  52.  For 
information  regarding  self-luminous  paints  see  C.  <£•  D., 
June  17,  p.  45. 

Oilcake  (126/31). — Oilcake-manufacture  is  a  big  business 
— a  side-line  in  oil-pressing  factories.  Leaflet  No.  143, 
which  you  can  get  free  from  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
4  Whitehall  Place,  London,  S.W.,  gives  the  information 
you  require  on  calf-meals.    Sec  also  "  Phar.  Form." 

V.  E.  H.  (116/6). — Rheumatism-tablets. — These  have  not 
been  successfully  analysed,  but  it  seems  to  be  agreed  that 
among  the  ingredients  are  potassium  iodide  and  a 
salicylate. 

B.  M.  &  Co.  (223/15).— Books  on  Soap-making.— The 
manufacture  of  medicinal  soaps  is  incidentally  dealt  with 
in  the  following  works:  Lamborn's  "Modern  Soaps,  etc." 
(Lockvvood,  19061  ;  and  Deite's  "  Manual  of  Toilet-soap 
Making"  (Maclaren,  1905). 

N.  H.  (115/65).— Compass-liquid.— A  mixture  of  equal 
parts  of  alcohol  and  distilled  water  is  generally  used  in 
compasses  of  the  liquid  type,  but  we  believe  a  mixture  of 
glycerin  and  water  is  also  employed  to  some  extent.  Owing 
to  the  great  solvent-power  of  these  liquids,  it  is  necessary 
that  special  care  be  taken  in  the  use  of  pigments  for 
I>ainting  the  parts  of  the  compass  exposed  to  the  action  of 
the  liquid.  The  paint  of  japanner's  gold-size  and  flake 
white  must  be  well  stoved  after  application.  A  solution  of 
celluloid  in  acetone  may  be  used  in  place  of  the  gold-size. 

Tolut.  (119/35). —  Liquid  for  Anatomical  Specimens.— 
There  are  various  formula?  in  use  for  preserving  anatomical 
specimens,  most  of  which  are  stated  to  have  no  effect  on 
the  colours  of  the  specimen.  Gait's  fluid,  one  of  the  best 
is : 

Common  salt    5  oz. 

Potassium  nitrate. 

Chloral  hydrate  of  each         ...       1  oz. 

Water    100  oz.

S.  M.  (124/45).— Pine-inhalant.— See  C.  <C-  I)..  July  ?9, 
p.  824. 

C.  F.  (118/64).— Printing-ink.— In  its  simplest  form  this 
consists  of  a  mixture  of  burnt  linseed  oil  and  calcined 
lampblack,  but  the  manufacture  of  good  printing-ink  is 
far  from  simple.  Linseed  oil  is  heated  in  a  pot  over  a 
brisk  fire  in  a  similar  way  to  that  described  for  gum- 
running  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  The  smoky 
vapour  given  off  is  fired  and  the  oil  allowed  to  burn  until 
on  testing  occasionally  it  can  be  drawn  into  threads 
between  the  finger  and  thumb.  The  pot  is  so  arranged 
with  a  lid  that  the  flame  can  be  extinguished  at  will. 
Assuming  that  3  gals,  of  oil  was  taken,  12  lb.  of  rosin  is 
at  this  stage  gradually  stirred  in,  and  then  3i  lb.  of  brown 
soap  in  thin  slices,  finally  again  heating  up  the  mixture. 
The  varnish  thus  produced  is  next  ground  while  warm 
with  10  oz.  of  Prussian  blue  or  indigo,  8  lb.  of  mineral 
lampblack,  and  7  lb.  of  vegetable-black.  It  is  necessary 
that  the  lampblack  employed  be  quite  free  from  tarry 
matter.

Winnock  (Cape  Town)  (98/61). — Terpin.  hyd.  is  very- 
liable  to  crystallise  out  of  galenicals,  especially  if  a  mini- 
mum of  spirit  is  used  as  the  solvent,  and  if  the  temperature 
to  which  the  preparation  is  exposed  varies. 

Willie  (Trinidad)  (106/52).— Knoll's  Santyl  was  the  sub- 
ject of  a  British  patent  (17511/05),  which  was  revoked  in 
1909.  The  word  "  Santyl  "  is,  however,  still  on  the  register 
of  trade-marks  (No.  275,172).  The  section  of  the  patent- 
specification  which  deals  with  the  manufacture  of  santyl 
(salicylic-acid  ester)  is  as  follows : 

One  kilo,  of  sandalwood  oil  or  pure  sandalol  is  heated 
with  the  same  quantity  of  salol,  with  the  addition  of  a 
little  caustic  soda  at  a  temperature  of  100°-200°  C,  if 
possible  under  reduced  pressure  until  the  separation  of 
the  phenol  is  effected.    From  the  residue  salicyl  santalol 
is  obtained  [by  distillation  in,  vacuo]. 
The  characters  of  salicyl  santalol  given  in  the  specifica- 
tion are  that  it  boils  and  is  partly  decompose'!  at  a  tem- 
perature of  250°-260°  C,  under  a  pressure  of  20  mm.  The 
specific  gravity  is  1.07. 

E.  J.  L.  (65/71). — Filling  a  Barometer-tube. — The  mer- 
cury must  first  be  purified  by  squeezing  through  chamois 
leather,  and  then  boiled  to  expel  moisture  and  air.  The 
barometer-tube  requires  cleaning  by  means  of  nitric  acid, 
water,  and  absolute  alcohol,  used  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  mentioned.  The  _  tube  is  then  heated  to  expel 
residual  moisture  and  laid  on  its  side  with  the  short 
limb  uppermost.  The  hot  mercury  is  then*  introduced,  little 
by  little,  into  the  short  limb  of  the  iube  through  a  glass 
funnel  with  an  L-shaped  tube.  After  a  little  mercury 
has  been  introduced  it  is  boiled  in  the  tube  to  dislodge 
air.  a  coke  fire  being  generally  employed,  as  the  tube  is 
easily  broken  if  unequally  heated.  The  tube  is  then  filled 
up  with  mercury  and  again  boiled.  After  cooling,  the 
tube  is  raised  to  the  vertical  position,  closed  end  upper- 
most. The  mercury  will  sink  to  form  the  Torricellian 
vacuum,  the  excess  of  metal  running  out  of  the  short  limb. 

H.  B.  (128/11). — In  our  issue  of  September  23.  p.  44,  we 
published  a  list  of  articles  used  as  Substitutes  for 
Glycerin.  Calcium  chloride  is  the  best  substitute  for 
glycerin  for  preventing  water  freezing,  and  in  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Formulas,"  p.  844,  you  will  find  tables  of  the 
amounts  of  alcohol,  calcium  chloride,  or  glycerin  required 
to  add  to  water — e.g.,  a  16-per-cent.  solution  of  calcium 
chloride  does  not  freeze  until  the  low  temperature  of 
10°  F.  is  reached. 

/.  O.  JR.  (117/39).— Lund's  Oil  is  a  catheter-lubricant 
which  has  for  many  years  been  used  in  hospitals  and  is 
known  as  Oleum  Lubricans.  It  consists  of  phenol  1 
part,  _  castor  oil  4  parts,  and  almond  oil  20  parts  (Lock 
Hospital  Pharmacopoeia),  but  Squire  gives  almond 
oil  to  20  parts.  We  know  no  solid  form  of  this  oil, 
but  probably  Kraus's  Catheter-lubricant,  "  P.F.,"  p.  856. 
may  be  what  you  w  ant,  especially  as  the  "  British  Phar- 
maceutical Codex "  calls  this  Pasta  Lubricans.  A  similar 
preparation  occurs  in  the  Edinburgh  Infirmary  and  Liver- 
pool Hospital  Pharmacopoeias. 

Dispenser  in  France  (125/27). — Dakin's  Solution  was 
designed  to  contain  between  0.5  and  0.6  of  sodium  hypo- 
chlorite. Eusol  is  made  by  mixing  12.5  grams  each  of 
bleaching-powder  and  boric  acid  with  a  litre  of  water, 
and  0.54  per  cent,  of  hvpoehlorous  acid  is  contained  in  the 
product.  Dakin's  solution  is  a  mixture  of  14  grains  of  dried 
sodium  carbonate.  40  grams  of  crystallised  common  salt,  and 
20  grams  of  chlorinated  lime  in  a  litre  of  water,  so  that 
the  two  solutions  are  approximately  the  same,  and  0.5  per- 
cent, of  hypochlorous  acid  is  about  the  strength.

We  have  carefully  examined  this  specimen  of  Lanolin,  and  we  find  it  answers  all  the  requirements  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  According  to  our  examination  it  contained  only  0'14  per  cent,  of  moisture  and 
0'08  percent,  of  mineral  matter.    These  results  are  a  long  way  below  the  limits  set  out  in  the  official 

demand.  Further,  we  found  that  its  acidity  in  terms  of  Oleic  Acid  was  only  0'42  per  cent.,  against  a  presum- 
able limit  of  0'7  per  cent.

It  is  an  obvious  slip  ;  a  solution  should  be  made  of  2  grammes, 
and  then  the  limit  becomes  0'7  per  cent  This  matter  is  of  some  importance,  as  any  increase  in  the  amount 
of  free  fatty  acid  in  Lanolin  is  opposed  to  its  values  as  a  basis  in  many  directions.
